GERMANY  OFFERS  HARSH  TERMS 
FOR  PEACE  WITH  BOLSHEVIKI 
IN  LATEST  OFFICIAL  MESSAGE 


Russians  Must  Now  Give  Up  All  Territory  East  of 

tSourland's  Eastern  Boundary — Surrendered 

Districts  Are  to  Be  Free  From  All 

Obligation  to  Parent  Country

LIVONIA  AND  ESTHONIA 

TO  BE  CLEARED  OF  TROOPS 


Will  Be  Policed  by  Germans  Until  Bogus  State  of 

Independence    Is    Established  —  Immediate 

Demobilization  of  Russian   Army   Is 

Required  —  Other  Exactions 

LONDON,  Feb.  28.— A  Russian  wireless  Government 
Statement  received  here  tonight  says: 

"Germany  will  renew  the  peace  negotiations  and  will  con- 
clude peace  on  tlie  following  conditions: 

"Both  to'declare  the  war  ended. 

"All  regions  west  of  the  line  indicated  at  Brest-Litovsk  to 
the  Russian  delegation,  which  formerly  belonged  to  Russia,  to 
be  no  longer  under  the  territorial  protection  of  Russia. 

"In  the  region  of  Dvinsk  this  line  must  be  advanced  to 
the  eastern  frontier  o(  Courland. 

Wo    Obligation    to 


"The  former  attachment  of  these 
regions  to  the  Russian  state  must  In 
no  case  Involve  for  them  obligations 
toward  Russia.  Russia  renounces 
every  claim  to  Intervene  In  the  in- 
ternal affairs  of  those  regions. 

"Germany  and  Austria-Hungary  have 
the  Intention  to  define  further  the 
fate  of  these  regions  in  agreement 
with  their  populations. 

"Germany  Is  ready,  after  the  com- 
pletion of  Russian  demobilisation,  to 
evacuate  the  regions  which  are  east  of 
the  above  line.  So  far  as  It  is  not 
stated  otherwise,  Livonia  and  Ethonla 
must  be  cleared  of  Russian  troops  and 
red  guards. 

"Livonia  and  Esthonla  will  be  oc- 
cupied by  German  police  until  the  date 
when  the  constitutions  of  the  respec- 
tive countries  shall  guarantee  their 
social  security  and  political  -  order. 
AH  Inhabitants  who  were  arretted  for 
political  reasons  must  be  released  Im- 
mediately. 

"Russia  will  conclude  peace  with  the 
TJlkralnlan  peopWa  republic.  TTk- 
ralne  and  Finland  will  be  Immediately 
evacuated  by  Russian  troops  and  Red 
Guards. 

"Russia  will  do  all  In  its  power  to 
secure  for  Turkey  the  orderly  return 
of  its  Anatolian  frontiers.  Russia 
recognises  the  annulment  of  the  Tur- 
kish capitulations. 

Demobilisation  3seqnlred. 
"The  complete  demobilisation  of  the 
Russian  army,  Inclusive  of  the  detach - 
ments  newly  formed  by  the  present 
Government,  must  be  carried  out  im- 
mediately. 

"Russian  warships  In  the  Black  Sea. 
the  Baltic  Sea  and  the  Arctic  ocean 
must  Immediately  either  be  sent  to 
Russian  harbors  and  kept  there  until 
the  conclusion  of  peace  or  be  dis- 
armed. Warships  of  the  Entente 
which  are  In  the  sphere  of  Russian 
authority  must  be  regarded  as  Rus- 
sian  ships. 

"Mercantile  navigation  of  the  Black 
Sea  and  the  Baltic  Sea  must  be  re- 
newed, aa  stated  in  the  armistice 
treaty.  The  clearing  mway  of  mines 
Is  to  begin  Immediately.  The  block- 
ade of  the  Arctic  ocean  la  to  remain 
In  force  until  the  conclusion  of  a  gen- 
eral peace. 

"The  Rueso-Qerman  commercial 
treaty  of  1914  must  be  enforced  again. 
In  addition  there  must  be  guarantee 
for  the  free  export,  without  tariff,  of 
ores  and  the  Immediate  commence- 
ment of  negotiation  for  the  conclusion 
of  a  new  commercial  treaty  with  a 
guarantee  of  the  most  favored  nation 
treatment,  at  least  until  1925.  even  in 
the  case  of  the  termination  of  the  pro- 
vlaorlum.  and  finally  the  sanction  of 
•II  clauses  corresponding  to  para- 
graph II  of  clauses  3,  4  ant!  i  of  the 
Ukraine  peace  treaty. 

Compute  •arrenaer. 
"Legal  and  political  relations  are  to 
be  regulated  In  accordance  with  the 
decision  of  the  first  version  of  the 
Germano- Russian  convention.  So  far 
aa  action  on  that  decision  haa  not  yet 
been  taken  especially  with  regard  to 
Indemnities,  this  must  be  In  accord- 
ance with  the  German  proposal. 

-There  must  be  indemnification  with 
expenses  for  war  prisoners  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Russian  proposal. 

"Russia  will  permit  and  support  so 
'  far  aa   she   can   German  commissions 
for  war  prisoners,  civil  prisoners  and 
war  refugees. 

"Russia  promises  to  put  an  end  to 
every  propaganda  and  agitation,  either 
on  the  part  of  the  Government  or  on 
the  part  of  parsons  supported  by  the 
Government,  against  members  of  the 
quadruple  alliance  and  their  political 
and  military  Institutions,  even  In 
localities  occupied  by  the  Central 
powers. 

"The  above  conditions  must  be  ac- 
cepted Within  4*  hours.  The  Rus- 
sian plenlpotealary  must  start  Imme- 
diately for  Brest  Lltovsk  and  sign  at 
that  place  within  three  days,  a  peace 
treaty,  which  must  be  ratified  within 
two  weeka" 

The  foregoing,  adda  the  Russian 
official  statement,  la  dated  Berlin. 
Feb.  SI.  and  la  signed  by  von  Kueht- 
mann.  the  German  Foreign  Secretary, 
and  Lieut.  General  (name  omitted). 
Commander  In  Chief  of  the  army.

Hoffman,  saying  that  the  German 
answer  has  been  handed  to  the  cour- 
ier from  the  Russian  Government, 
who  Immediately  started  on  his  re- 
turn to  Petrograd.  The  message  gave 
no  Intimation  of  the  contents  of  the 
reply. 

A  second  wireless  message  address- 
ed to  Leon  Trotsky,  from  the  Austro- 
Hungarlan  Government,  has  been  re- 
ceived, announcing  that  Austria-Hun- 
gary was  ready,  with  her  allies,  to 
bring  the  peace  negotiations  to  a  'final 
conclusion. 

Former  Terms. 

PETROGRAD,  Feb.  23. — The  peace 
terms  submitted  at  the  Brest  Lltovsk 
conference  by  the  Central  Powers 
were  as  follows: 

Russia  should  surrender  160,000 
square  miles  of  territory,  having  a 
population  of  18,000,000,  and  pay  an 
Indemnity  subsequently  modified  to 
3,000,000,000  roubles.  The  Central 
Powers  were  prepared  to  return  to 
Russia  7,000  square  miles  In  the 
Grodno  Government,  Province  of 
Lithuania. 

Russia  should  agree  not  to  spread 
revolutionary  propaganda  In  the  Cen- 
tral Empires. 

The  commercial  treaty  which  was 
abrogated  at  the  beginning  of  the 
war,  should  be  reconstituted  and  ex- 
tended  thirty  years. 


The  Bolshevlkl  authorities  are  ready 
to  accept  the  peace  terms  originally 
outlined  by  the  Central  Powers,  and 
also  to  accede  to  a  demand  that  Rus- 
sia evacuate  the  small  portions  of 
Austrian  territory  still  held,  as  well 
as  Armenian  and  all  other  territory 
captured  from  Turkey. 

A  dispatch  from  Petrograd  under 
the  date  of  Feb.  15,  quoted  Leon 
Trotsky,  the  Bolshevlkl  Foreign  Min- 
ister, as  declaring  In  his  report  upon 
the  ending  of  the  Brest  Lltovsk  ne- 
gotiations, that  the  German  terras  in- 
cluded the  retention  of  Poland,  Lith- 
uania, Riga  and  Moon  Island,  with 
an  Indemnity  of  14,000,000,000.  pre- 
sumably in  gold.  It  will  be  seen 
from  the  foregoing  dispatch  that  the 
Teutonic  demands,  both  in  territory 
and  Indemnity,  were  must  less  than 
those  reported  by  M.  Trotxky.

LONDON,  Feb.  23. — This  was  the  l"t 
day  on  which  persona  living;  In  London  and 
Immediately  adjoining;  counties  could  buy 
meat,  mararerlne  and  butfr  without  pro- 
ducing; a  ration  card.  When  the  stores 
open  on  Monday  morning-  the  new  plan  will 
be  in  operation,  and  everyone  will  be  com- 
pelled to  produce  a  ration  card  before 
making;  any  purchases  of  the  aforemen- 
tioned   articles,    which    are   very   scarce. 

The  newspapers  have  featured  the  details 
of  the  ration  card  plan  to  the  exclusion  of 

<*r  news,  giving  prominence  to>  the  (act 
'  it  KlnK  George  haa  his  food  and  meat 
cards  Ilka  every  other  person  In  the  city. 

Long;  lines  of  people  stood  before  the 
meat  market  and  margarine  stores  today. 
In  most  cases  thousands  sought  In  vain  to 
Bet  extra  supplies  to  tide  them  over  the 
still   more  lean   daya   to  eome. 

Bidding;  farewell  to  the  days  of  voluntary 
rationing;  In  thoae  acareeat  products,  and 
greeting;  the  advent  of  the  first  compulsory 
ration  for  everyone  proved  to  be  a  more 
absorbing;  topic  than  the  latest  war  news. 
Everyone  In  London  and  vicinity  has  for 
several  daya  concerned  hjjiseir...-with  the 
business  of  hunting;  up"  his  ration  cards.  A 
few  daya  of  grace  have  been  granted  tardy 
on«H  through  the  Issue  of  emergency  cards, 
which  entitles  them  to  supplies  until  they 
receive  their  cards,  but  the  majority  have 
•Wds  and  have  been  card  Indexed  by  the 
Oovernment  for  the  opening  of  the  new 
•vstetn  on  Monday.  The  last  unratloned 
dinner   will   be  served   on   Sunday. 


Teutons  Have  Easy 
Marching  in  Russia 

Demoralized  Muscovite  Army  Is  Unable  to  Offer" 

Any  Effective  Opposition  —  Some  Guerilla 

Work  by  Population  and  Red  Guards — 

Germans  Are  Showing  Caution 


LONDON,  Feh.  23. — The  Germans,  ac- 
cording to  the  latest  dispatches  from 
Petrograd,  some  of  which  were  sent 
from  there  last  night,  nre  meeting  with 
little  or  no  opposition  In  their  newent 
Invasion  of  Russia,  whose  disorganised 
and  scattered  army  is  taking  no  notice 
of  the  appeal  of  the  Bolshevlkl  to  en- 
gage   In    guerilla    warfare. 

Livonia  Is  completely  overrun  with 
the  German  armies,  and  the  Oermans 
are  not  far  from  the  naval  base  of 
Reval,  the  evacuation  of  which  could 
hardly  be  completed,  as  Petrograd  dis- 
patches say  the  soldiers  refused  to  as- 
sist In  the  work.  At  Minsk,  the  Ger- 
mans are  astride  of  the  main  routes  to 
Moscow,  while  further  south  Austrlans 
and  Ukrainians  are  on  their  way  to 
Kiev.  Until  the  Ukrainian  peace  these 
Ukrainian  soldiers  were  prisoners  of 
war,  but  have  since  been  released  and 
armed    by    the   Central    Powers. 

Meanwhile  the  helpless  Bolshevlkl 
are  publishing  appeals  to  the  people  to 
resist  the  invaders,  and  there  Is  talk  at 
Petrograd  of  convoking  the  constituent 
assembly. 

Some  of  the  agency  headquarters  aay 
that  units  of  the  German  army  are  re- 
fusing to  participate  In  the  Invasion, 
whtledls  orders  have  been  observed 
among    the    Austrlans. 

Teutons   Still   Advance 

BERLIN.  Feb.  23.— The  official  state- 
ment  follows: 

"In  Esthonla  we  are  pressing  east- 
ward. In  Livonia,  Walk  haa  been  oc- 
cupied. Elsewhere  our  operations  are 
taking  their  course. 

"The  number  of  prisoners  we  took 
haa  been  Increased  to  two  generals.  12 
colonels,  432  other  officers  and  8,770 
men. 

"In  the  other  theatres  of  war  there  Is 
nothing*  to  Report.'* 

LONDON.  Feb.  .  23.— Austrian  and 
Ukrainian  troops  are  Hearing  Kiev,  the 
Ukrainian  capital  now  held  by  the  Bol- 
shevlkl, according  to  dispatches  from 
Petrograd  In  the  late  editions  of  the 
morning  newspapers.  It  Is  said  that 
Polish  lagronaires  aided  the  Oermans  In 
occupying  Minsk. 

la  Hum   Groap* 

PETROGRAD.  Fab.  31.— The  Oar. 
mans.  In  their  Invasion  of  Russia  ara 
advancing  la  three  groups,  according? 
to  a  report  from  the  commander-in- 
chief  of  the  Russian  army  on  the 
Northern  front,  who  says: 

"The  Qermana  are  advancing  with 
great  caution.    They  are  marching  In 


three  groups.  First.  In  the  Walk 
region:  second,  in  the  Rleshitza  re- 
gion, and  the  third  between  these 
two  sections.  In  the  Mohllcv  secctor 
all  lsqulet." 

Austria's    Attitude 

AMSTERDAM.  Feb.  23.— The  Aus- 
trian Premier,  Dr.  von  Seydler,  ad- 
dressing the  Lower  House  at  Vienna 
Friday,    declared   again: 

"Austria-Hungary  is  not  participat- 
ing In  the  military  action  which  Ger- 
many is  at  present  taking  against 
Russia.  There  has  been  no  advance 
of  Austro-Hungarlan  troops  in  Uk- 
raine, with  which  we  are  at  peace. 

"With  regard  to  Roumanla,  an 
armistice  exists  between  Austria-Hun- 
gary and  that  country.  Peace  nego- 
tiations will  begin  within  the  next 
few  days." 

The  Premier's  statement  was  re- 
ceived with  applause  from  all  parts 
of  the  House. 

Organising  Red  Guards  - 

LONDON.  Feb.  23. — Petrograd  dis- 
patches to  the  Exchange  Telegraph 
company  state  that  It  was  announced 
at  a  meeting  of  the  soviet  that  many 
factories  are  organising  detachments 
of  Red  Guards  for  service  at  the 
front  M.  Blnovleff.  associate  of  Nik- 
olai Lenine  and  chairman  of  the  so- 
viet, reported  that  it  required  only 
one  hundred  Germans  to  capture 
Dvtnsk.  He  added  that  the  commit- 
tee responsible  for  the  defence  of  the 
city  would  be  tried  by  s  revolution- 
ary tribunal. 

Lettish  snipers  are  resisting  the 
Gorman  Invaders  near  Walk,  and 
have  asked  for  support  from  the 
soviet,  which  has  decided  to  send 
two  thousand  Red  Guards  to  that 
region. 

Position    of    Ftwcsgjpnrw 

WASHINGTON.  Feb.  21. — Occupa- 
tion of  Petrograd  by  Oermans  would 
Involve  the  flight  from  that  city  of 
ISO  Americans.  Including  4S  mem- 
bers of  the  diplomatic  and  consular 
staffs.  Information  at  the  State  De- 
partment Indicates  that  of  the  110 
there  are  thirty  women.  The  num- 
ber of  French  and  British  Nationals 
In  the  menaced  capital  Is  larger. 

Ambassador  Francis  has  not  re- 
ported to  the  department  the  flstalss 
of  any  plan  for  the  departure  of 
nationals  of  the  co-belligerent  gov- 
ernments, bat  It  has  been  assumed 
that  practically  all  win  leave  with 
the   Allied   diplomat*. 


OTTAWA.  Feb.  23. — That  Roumanla.  as 
well  as  Serbia,  Belgium  and  Poland,  haa 
suffered  under  the  ruthless  Hun  method  of 
waging  warfare,  that  her  people  have  been 
starved,  frosen  and  persecuted  as  the  Ger- 
mans know  how  to  persecute  the  smaller 
nations,  but  that  this  little  country,  with 
an  army  of  400.000  trained  soldiers,  led  by 
British  and  French  officers,  stands  Arm  on 
the  side  of  the  Allies,  was  the  message 
•>  hlr-h  LJeut.  I,  C.  Iowanldu,  attache  of  the 
Roumanian  legation  In  Washington,  brourht 
to  the  Canadian  Club  here  today.  Within 
two  weeks,  he  said,  the  armistice  between 
the  Austro-Oermans  and  the  Roumanians 
would  expire,  and  then  this  little  country, 
almost  surrounded  by  enemies,  would  again 
have  to  start  on  Its  uneven  battle  against 
terrific  odds.  But  this  time  It  would  have 
as  an  enemy  not  only  the  armies  of  Aurtria, 
Oermany  and  Bulgaria;  but  also  that  of 
Russia,  unless  there  should  be  some  other 
noiMcal  change  In  the  disturbed  country, 
which  had  formerly  been  looked  upon  as 
Roumanla's   greatest    Ally. 

T.lcut.  Iowanldu  opened  his  speech  by  a 
tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Sir  Cecil 
Sprlng-Rlce,  the  former  British  ambassador 
at  Washington,  who,  the  speaker  said,  had 
done  much  to  promote  the  cordial  relations 
between  Britain  and  the  United  States. 
Deep  affection  for  the  late  British  ambassa- 
dor was  felt,  he  said,  In  the  city  of  Wash- 
ington. 

He  then  referred  to  the  relations  which 
at  present  existed  between  Roumanla  and 
other  Allied  nations,  emphasising  the  spirit 
if  friendship  which  tfie  people  of  the  for- 
mer country  feel  for  the  British. 
In  Difficult  Position 
Roumanla,  he  said,  wanted  the  moral 
support  and  sympathy  of  Canada,  and  that 
was  the  reason  he  was  undertaking  his 
present  propaganda.  Some  people  hardly 
knew  the  geographical  situation  of  Rou- 
manla, but  her  location  was  such  that  she 
was  surrounded  on  »'l  sides  by  enemies. 
The  population  of  Roumanla,  he  said,  was 
about  eight  millions.  This  did  not  by  any 
means  comprise  the  number  of  Roumanians 
>n  Europe,  which  was  about  forty  millions, 
but  the  majority  of  them  were  under  Aus- 
trian rule.  The  Roumanian  king  was  a 
nephew  to  the  Kaiser,  but  the  next  In  line 
'rittsh  princess,  the  daughter  of  IB* 
Duke  of  Bdlnburgb.  Before  the  war  Rou- 
manla had  depended  on  Oermany  for  money 
which  was  loaned  to  her  on  condition  that 
■he  bout-1--  '  "r  arms  and  ammunition  from 
Hermans. 
Ueut.  iowanldu  then  went  on  to  apeak  of 
the  Roumanian  campaign,  the  first  three 
months  of  which  were  fairly  successful. 
Roumanla  had  declared  war  after  receiv- 
ing an  ultimatum  from  Russia.  The  Rus- 
sians had  stated  that  within  one  day  after 
the  declaration  they  would  have  a  million 
men  in  Roumanla  to  help  them  against  the 
Austrlans.  At  no  time,  said  the  speaker, 
had  there  been  more  than  50,000  Russians 
fighting  for  Roumanla.  and  these  had  to  be 
equipped   by    the   Roumanians. 

Treachery  of  Russians. 
After  three  months  the  tide  had  turned 
and  the  retreat  began.  Two  parts  of  Rou- 
manla were  now  in  the  hands  of  the  enemy, 
but  he  was  glad  to  say  that  even  in  the 
hurry  of  retregjL  the  oil  wells,  which  have 
been  much  prizenl^fcy  the  enemy,  had  been 
destroyed.  The  Russians  were  of  absolutely 
no  help.  Instead  of\-omlng  to  the  sld  of 
the  Roumanians,  thejk  had  themselves  re- 
treated, leaving  their  allies  to  suffer  under 
the  German   mailed   flat. 

The  apeaker  then  referred  to  the  suffer- 
ings of  his  countrymen  under  the  German 
military  authorities.  Poisoned  chocolates 
ware  sent  to  them  through  German  agen- 
cies, and  one  of  the  little  princesses  had 
died  through  eating  one  of  them.  Oermans 
Innoeulated  with  typhus  were  sent  out  to 
be  taken  prisoners  by  the  Roumanians  In 
order  to  spread  the  disease  among  their 
camps. 

The  food  and  fuel  questions  were  of  the 
utmost  gravity  In  Roumanla  at  present. 
The  climate  was  almost  aa  severe  as  that 
of  Canada,  and  the  suffering  through  lark 
of  fuel  had  been  very  great.  There  had 
not  been  even  wood  wherewith  to  make 
cot4na.  He  referred  to  the  fact  that  there 
were  In  fanada  150,000  Roumanians,  of 
whom    J.000    were    In    the    city    of    Montreal. 


"Council  of  Flanders"  Scheme 
Calls  Forth  Strenuous  Op- 
position From  Populace — 
Protests  Flood  Chancellor, 


OTTAWA,  Feb.  23. — The  Consul- 
General  of  Belgium  at  Ottawa  has  re- 
ceived a  cable  from  Havre,  the  seat  of 
the  Belgian  Government,  stating  that 
the  opposition  in  Belgium  to  the  so- 
called  "Council  of  Flanders,"  organised 
under  German  auspices,  Is  spreading 
throughout  the  country  with  increasing 
friction. 

"The  German  Imperial  Chancellor," 
says  the  cable,  "Is  being  overwhelmed 
with  collective  letters  of  protest,  not 
only  from  the  municipal  councils,  but 
from  the  smallest  villages  In  Flanders. 
The  activists  are  fully  realizing  their 
unpopularity.  Before  February  they 
claimed  In  their  newspaper  that  they 
had  the  Flemish  people  behind  them. 
They  now  complain  that  they  are  being 
persecuted  and  threatened  in  the  very 
midst  of  Flanders  by  what  they  call 
the  terror  of  French  sympathisers." 

Another  cable  states  that  Louis 
Franco,,  the  Antwerp  Flemish  leader, 
addressed  a  meeting  calling  for  the 
patriotic  resistance  of  the  Belgian  peo- 
ple to  foreign  domination.  As  a  conse- 
quence he  was  brought  by  the  German 
authorities  before  the  military  court, 
which  threatened  him  with  deportation. 
All  the  German  Judge  ventured,  how- 
ever, was  to  sentence  him  to  a  fine  of 
10,000  marks. 


Follow  Closely  Lines  Drawn  in  Speeches  of  Pre- 
mier Lloyd  George  and  President  Wilson—  Jus- 
tice and  Freedom  for  Small  Countries 
— International  Conference  Wanted 


LONDON,  Feb.  23.— The  Inter-Allied  Labor  Confer- 
ence, which  ended  its  sessions  here  today,  has  accepted  the  war 
aims  programme  as  enunciated  by  British  labor  on  December 
28,  and  aecided  on  the  next  step,  which  will  be  the  calling  of  an 
international  conference  at  an  early  date,  including  both  labor 
and  Socialists.

EXPORT  OP  SPRUCE 
,  FURTHER  REGULATED 

OTTAWA,  Feb.  23.— Further  regula- 
tions have  been  passed  dealing  with  the 
exportation  of  silver  spruce.  It  is  now 
provided  that  no  railway  or  other 
transportation  company  shall  accept 
any  shipment  of  silver  spruce  unless 
the  bill  of  lading  covering  such  ship- 
ment Is  accompanied  by  a  certificate 
of  a  well-recognized  lumber  inspection 
bureau  association,  approved  by  tho 
Minister  of  Customs,  that  such  ship- 
ment contains  no  silver  spruce  suitable 
for  UBe  In  the  manufacture  of  airplanes, 
provided  that  this  regulation  shall  not 
apply  to  shipments  consigned  to  the 
Imperial  Munitions  Board. 

A  railway  or  ether  transportation 
company  which  falls  to  comply  with  the 
regulations  is  liable  te  a  penUty  of  (500.

At  a  luncheon  given  today  In  honor 
of  the  foreign  delegates.  Arthur  Hen- 
derson, former  member  of  the  War 
Cabinet,  and  leader  of  the  Labor 
party,  described  these  alms  as  mean- 
ing the  establishment  of  a  league  of 
nations,  involving  international  co- 
operation for  disarmament  and  the 
prevention  of  warfare  In  the  future, 
the  restoration  of  Belgium,  Serbia. 
Roumanla  and  Montenegro,  and  only 
territorial  changes  in  the  future  baaed 
on  Justice  and!  right. 

Peace  of  Peoples. 
Mr.  Henderson  declared  that  tho 
peace  aimed  at  was  peace  of  the 
peoples,  and  that  the  peoples  must 
eland  behind  it,  and  he  added  that 
labor  was  prepared  to  go  on  with  the 
war  until  all  the  conditions  insisted 
upon  for  a  permanent  peace  were 
met. 

James  Ramsay  Macdonald,  Social- 
ist and  Labor  member  of  Parliament, 
said  that  the  next  step  of  labor  and 
Socialism  was  to  bring  the  matter  be- 
fore the  German  and  Austrian  people 
themselves. 

The  programme,  as  adopted,  cor- 
responds in  general  to  the  declara- 
tions of  President  Wilson  and  Prem- 
ier Lloyd  George.  It  has  the  support 
of  the  Socialist  or  Labor  parties  of 
England,  France.  Italy.  Portugal, 
Roumanla  and  South  Africa.  The  So- 
da Revolutionary,  or  Minimalist 
Russians  telegraphed  an  endorsement 
of  Britfttr  labor's  war  aims,  and  added 
that  they  had  tried  to  send-  delegates 
to  London,  hut  that  Leon  Trotsky, 
the  Bolshevlkl  Foreign  Minister,  had 
refused  passports. 

Are  Unanimous. 
The  discussions  of  the  Conference's 
war  aims  were  enlivened  by  the  diver- 
gent views  expressed  by  various  dele- 
gates, particularly  the  Italian,  on  the 
subject  of  territorial  adjustments,  but 
a  fairly  satisfactory  compromise  was 
reached  in  each  case  where  a  dis- 
agreement was  threatened.  The  tone 
of  the  conference  was  in  no  way  pa- 
cifist or  pro-German,  and  the  discus- 
sions revealed  a  sincere  resolve  among 
widely  separated  factions  to  reach 
unity. 

The  programme,  which  finally  re- 
sulted,   was   passed    unanimously. 

The  French  delegate,  Albert  Thom- 
as, the  former  Minister  of  Munitions, 
declared.  "The  war  alms,  as  outlined. 
are  the  absolute  minimum  which  wo 
will  accept,  and  If  anybody  tries  to 
foist  on  us  peace  not  embodying  these 
terms,  it  will  mean  a  revolution  which 
will  not  halt  until  justice  has  been 
secured,  even  if  that  takes  15  years." 
Mr.  Henderson  also  declared  that 
the  programme  could  be  regarded  as 
the  minimum  demands  of  the  labor- 
ing classes  of  all  the  Allied  countries. 
The  luncheon  was  preceded  by  a 
protracted  morning  business  session, 
which  approved  a  motion  to  send  an 
Inter-Allied  labor  delegation  to  tho 
United  States  to  consult  President 
Wilson,  Samuel  Oompers,  President 
of  th«  American  Federation  of  La- 
bor, and  the  leaders  In  American  la- 
bor organisations. 

Must  Strike  for  Justice. 
Eml!    Vandervelde.    Socialist    leader 
In   the    Belgian  Chamber   of  Deputies, 
and   a   Minister  of  state,  said: 

"Whether  wo  «re  victorious  or  not. 
these  will  remain  our  war  aims,  and 
we  Khali  Btrlke  unremittingly  for 
them." 

The  only  section  of  the  conference's 
declaration  to  which  the  Allied  Gov- 
ernments sre  likely  to  take  exception 
is  the  clause  Insisting  on  an  Imme- 
diate conference  between  Socialists  of 
Allied  countries  and  Germany,  and 
this  clause  had  the  support  of  the 
entire  Conference.  Besides  adopting 
the  formal  war  alms  programme,  the 
Conference  adopted  a  resolution  to 
convene  an  International  Socialist 
Conference  to  sit  concurrently  with 
the  official  peace  conference,  and  also 
demanded  that  at  leaat  one  Socialist 
should  be  Included  by  every  nation  in 
the  official  delegation  at  the  peace 
Conference. 

The  Conference  voted  to  send  five 
delegates  to  the  United  State*  "for 
the  purpose  of  conferring  with  tho 
representatives  of  the  American  dem- 
ocratic war  situation."  Tho  delega- 
tion will  bo  headed  by  Canaille  Huys- 
mana.  secretary  of  tho  International 
ftocialtst  organisation,  the  others  be- 
ing selected  by  the  French,  British. 
Italian  and  Belgian  Socialists  respect- 
ively. 

"If  the  Americans  won't  come  to 
as,  we  mast  go  to  them,"  said  one 
delegate. 

M.  Vandervelde  declared:  "It  la 
absolutely  ■mawtml  to  hsrre  the  Am- 
ericans with  us  In  an  effort  to  estab- 
lish a  boots  for  a  democratic  peace. 
The  day  whoa  American  labor  win 
Join  as  hi  surety  not  far  distant.  Tho 
United  States 


entering  the  war.  but  I  cannot  believe 
that  the  American  working  classes 
will  be  late  In  joining  us  In  shoulder- 
ing labor's  share  of  the  war's  respon- 
sibility." 

Irreducible  sflalmum 
Speaking  at  the  luncheon,  Arthur 
Henderson  announced  that  as  a  result 
of  preliminary  conference  at  Paris  and 
the  present  conference  at  London,  the 
decision  reached  by  British  labor  on 
December  28  regarding  peace  had,  In 
substance,  been  accepted  by  Allied  la- 
bor and  Socialists. 

"These  proposals,"  said  Mr.  Hender- 
son, "In  nhort,  stand  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  league  of  nations  on  a  firm 
basis,  provided  that  all  the  peoples  of 
all  the  countries  associated  with  such 
a  league  insist  upon  international  co- 
operation for  disarmament  and  for  the 
prevention  of  future  warfare.  By 
adopting  these  views  the  conference 
bas  djclared  for  the  absolute  freedom 
and  Integrity  of  Helgium.  Hertna,  Rou- 
manla and  Montenegro,  and  that  every 
territorial  change  shall,  so  far  as  we 
are  concerned,  be  based  mainly  on  Jus- 
tice and  right,  making  for  the  perma- 
nency of  world  peace. 

"Those  are  our  alms,  and,  I  may  say, 
our  Irreducible  minimum,  and  as  soon 
as  they  are  secured  wo  desire  to  enter 
Into  the  fullest  international  Intercourse 
with  the  nations  of  the  world.  "We  re- 
pudiate any  and  every  attempt  to  in- 
stitute an  economic  boycott  or  bring 
about  economic  Isolation  of  Germany. 
We  aim  at  esuUimU,  a  peace  o|  the 
people,  but  the  people  themselvea.Biast 
be  the  guarantors.  On  these  conditions 
not  only  are  we  prepared  to  carry  on 
the  war  but  to  see  that  we  shall 
secure  a  Just  peace. 

"We  are  convinced  that  this  world 
conflict  can  only  be  ended  In  one  of 
three  ways — the  absolute  predominance 
of  militarism-;  the  exhaustion  of  all  tho 
combatants,  or  conciliation.  Wo  be- 
lieve that  sooner  or  later  the  last  of 
these  methods  must  be  resorted  to  by 
all   the   belligerents. 


Mr.  Henderson  described  as  "foolish 
talk  the  statements  that  Brttiriv 
labor  and  British  Socialists  were  only 
concerned  In  holding  out  tho  olive 
branch  to  the  enemy;  In  tact,  that 
we're  going  to  negotiate  with  an  olive 
branch  in  our  hands  when  the  enemy 
has   a    sword   in   his   hands. 

"Don't  you  believe  It,"  stld  Mr. 
Henderson.  "Nothing  Is  further  from 
the  fact.  We  are  willing  to  negotiate 
with  the  enemy,  but  not  with  an  olive 
branch  In  our  hand  while  he  clutches 
a  sword  In  both  of  his.  No!  wo  look 
into  the  tutors  and  regard  the  prob- 
lem with  all  seriousness  and  tho  Im- 
portance It  demands.  Both  aides  mus: 
be  prepared  to  accept  a  solution  which 
will  have  for  Its  main  object  tho  de- 
struction of  militarism." 

The  conference  having  reached  an- 
agreement,  their  next  duty,  said  Mr. 
Henderson  wss  to  do  everything  pos- 
'  slbl<»  to  hold  an  International  confer- 
ence under  proper  conditions  and  as 
speedily    as    possible. 

James  Ramsay  MucDonald,  speaking 
along  similar  lines,  said  that  their 
next  step  was  to  speak  to  the  German 
and  Austrian  democracy. 


DEMONSTRATION  MADE

WINNIPEG.  Feb.  28.— The  Mani- 
toba Free  Press  Bulletin  today  prints 
an  account  of  an  alleged  attack  on  a 
troop  train  carrying  soldiers  from 
Winnipeg,  Brandon  and  Port  Arthur 
districts  eastbound  while  passing 
through  Quebec. 

It  Is  stated  that  a  rifle  ballot  struck 
the  roof  of  the  train  a  mile  and  a 
half  east  of  Riviere  du  Loup,  and  at 
Ihe  same  time  two  pieces  of  Iron 
piping  crashed  through  tho  window 
of  one  of  the  cars.

MEETING  IS  HELD 

BY  LABOR  PARTY 


Large  Gathering  at  Vancouver 
Addressed  by  Mr,  Haw- 
thomthwaite  and  Others- 
Member  Makes  Promises. 


VANCOUVER,  B.  C.  Fob.  2S. — 
Before  a  fathering  which  packed  the 
larger  labor  temple  hall  io  capacity 
tonight  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Federated  Labor  Party,  recently  or- 
ganised, James  H.  Hawthornthwalte, 
M.  P.  P.,  for  Newcastle  district,  de- 
livered a  stirring  address,  which  was 
enthusiastically  received. 

E.  T.  Klngsley,  vice-president  for 
Vancouver,  and  W.  R.  Trotter,  the 
general  secretary,  also  spoke.  Gor- 
don J.  Kelly,  president  ot  the  party, 
occupied  the  chair,  and  himself 
■poke  briefly,  outlining  the  alms  of 
the  political  'party  as  being  with  a 
view  of  consolidating  the  working 
claas  to  carry  on  Its  light  on  political 
lines. 

Mr.  Hawthornthwalte  spoke  of  the 
claas  struggle  the  world  over.  He 
predicted,  as  he  said  he  had  predict- 
ed before,  that  the  Russian  Bolshe- 
vik i  would  turn  and  light  Germany 
and  Its  autocratic  rule  with  all  the 
tenacity  that  it  had  fought  the  cap- 
italist class  of  Its  own  country.  The 
Bolshevlki  movement,  he  said,  was 
world  wide,  and  the  Bolshevlki  wore 
the  hope  of  the  workers  of  the 
world. 

The  speaker  of  the  evening  urged 
that  the  working  clans  through  the 
agency  of  the  Federated  Labor  Party 
secure  control  of  the  government  arid 
of  the  big  industries — railways,  mills, 
mines,  farms — for  the  people,  who 
had  the  constitutional  right  to  them. 
In  looking  over  his  audience  he  Bald 
he  could  pick  out  any  forty  men 
with  more  intelligence  than  he  found 
now  in  the  Legislative  Assembly  un- 
der the  capitalist  system  of  govern- 
ment. 

Of  his  efforts  to  get  a  hearing  for 
a  resolution  placing  the  House  on 
record  as  against  Indentured  labor 
upon  the  convening  of  the  session  of 
the  legislature  just  previous  to  its 
adjournment  to  give  Premier  Brew- 
ster an  opportunity  to  go  to  Ottawa 
and  consult  with  Sir  Robert  Borden, 
Mr.  Hawthornthwalte  spoke  at  con- 
siderable length.  His  object  was  to 
place  the  House  on  record  as  opposed 
to  coolie,  or  any  sort  of  indentured 
labor,  or  conscription  of  labor.  But 
he  was  opposed,  Hon.  John  Oliver  in- 
sisting that  the  motion  required  two 
days'  notice.  He  had  looked  around 
vainly  for  some  so-called  friend  of 
the  working  class  on  the  Liberal  side 
to  second  his  motion,  but  all  acted 
like  rubber  stamps  he  said.  They 
were  the  same  as  the  rubber  stamps 
spoken  of  as  being  In  the  old  regime, 
only,  he  put  It,  some  of  them  seemed 
more  active,  for  instance  a  man 
named  McOeer,  who  expressed  his 
activity  by  bawling  "Question,  ques- 
tion." 

Mr.  Hawthornthwalte  poked  fun 
at  the  time  honored  function  of 
opening  of  the  legislature,  which  con- 
tained much  gold  braid  and  red  tape, 
he  said'.  He  had  seen  such  things 
conducted  with  dignity  by  people 
used  to  them,  and  they  were  Inter- 
esting In  a  way.  But,  he  asked,  could 
his  audience  imagine  Premier  Brew- 
ster and  John  Oliver  lending  dignity 
to  such  a  scene.  "In  the  dinky  little 
place  across  the  bay."  he  said,  "the 
function  looked  absurd,  especially 
with  such  dignitaries  as  Harlan 
Carey  Brewster  and  Honest  John 
Oliver  participating." 

Mr.  Hawthornthwalte  spoke  hu- 
morously of  his  Introduction  to  the 
House.  He  said  he  was  led  by  the 
Premier  holding  one  arm  and  "Billy" 
Bowser  holding  the  other  up  to  Mr. 
Speaker  who  bowed  to  him  and  he 
bowed  to  Mr.  Speaker.  He  did  not 
quite  know  what  Mr.  Speaker 
thought,  but  he  would  not  quite  like 
to  tell  what  he  thought.

ALLIES  DESTROY 

MANY  AIRPLANES 


British  and    French  Aviators 
Prove  Victors  in  Number  of 
Combats— Successful  Raids 
Made  by  Infantry. 
/•  _ 

PARIS,  Feb.  23.— The  War  Office 
statement    tonight    reads: 

"There  was  no  Infantry  action.  Quite 
violent  artillery  duels  took  place  north- 
west of  Besonvaux  and  at  several 
points   In  Upper  Alsace. 

"Aviation:  Prom  February  II  to 
February  20,  16  German  airplanes  and 
two  oapttve  balloons  were  .destroyed  by 
our  chase  airplanes,  and  four  others 
were  brought  down  by  the  fire  of  our 
special  guns.  In  the  same  period.  In 
addition,  21  enemy  machines,  seriously 
damaged  In  aerial  fighting,  fell  inside 
their  own  lines." 

The  text  of  the  day's  s  tat  men  t  readB: 

"North  of  the  AUlette  Ulver  French 
troops  last  night  penetrated  the  Gor- 
man lines  as  fan  as  the  nelghborhbod 
of  Chevrigny  and  returned  with  mater- 
ial and  26  prisoners,  Including  two  of- 
ficers. 

"In  the  Champagne  French  detach- 
ments also  penetrated  the  trenches  of 
the  enemy.  About  10  prisoners  remain- 
ed  In   our  hands. 

"On  the  rest  of  the  front  the  night 
wart   oalm." 

LONDON,  Feb.  23. — "A  successful 
raid  was  carried  out  last  night  by 
Scottish  troops  in  the  neighborhood 
of  Monchy-le-Preux,"  says  today's  of- 
ficial statement.  "We  captured  a 
few  prisoners.  Prisoners  also  were 
brought  in  by  our  patrols  east  of 
Wytachaete. 

"The  hostile  artillery  was  active 
during  the  night  in  the  region  of 
Menln  road  and  south  of  Houthulst 
forest." 

The  statement  on  air  activity  fol- 
lows: 

"The  weather  Improved'  Thursday 
and  more  than  three  hundred  bombs 
were  dropped  on  enemy  billets  and 
railing  sidings  at  Courtral  and  Led- 
eghem  and  southeast  of  Douai.  In 
air  fighting  seven  hostile  machines 
were*  brought  down  and  two  others 
were  driven  down  out  of  control. 
Three  of  our  machines  are  missing. 
"During  the  night  our  aeroplanes 
dropped  678  bombs,  of  which  three 
hundred  were  on  the  aerodrome 
southeast  of  Lacateau  used  by  the 
enemy's  night  bombing  squadrons. 
The  other  bombs  were  dropped  on 
aerodromes  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Ghent  and  Tournai  and  on  billets. 
One  of  our  machines  did  not  re- 
turn." \ 


REM  TO  NORTH 


Immediate  Neighborhood  of 
Jericho  Is  Cleared  of  Enemy 
— General  Allenby  Has  Now 
Easier  Line  of  Advanoe. 


ARE  SATO 

WITH  AGREEMENT 


Members  of  Vancouver  Board 
of  Trade  Believe  Settlement 
of  P.G.E,  Dispute  Will  Bene- 
fit Province. 


LONDON.  Feb.  23. — The  Turkish 
forces  dislodged  by  the  British  by  the 
capture  of  Jericho.  Palestine,  have  re- 
tired to  the  north  and  east,  the  War  Of- 
fice announces.     The  statement  follows: 

'The  enemy  dislodged  from  the  Jer- 
icho area  retired  north  of  the  Wadl 
Auja,  on  the  northern  bank,  where  they 
have  left  posts  on  high  ground,  and 
eastward  across  the  Jordan,  on  which 
they  hold  a  bridgehead  at  El  Qhoranlye. 
Otherwise  there  Is  nothing  to  report" 

Much  Importance  Is  attached  to  the 
arrival  of  British  forces  on  the  banks 
of  the  Jordan,  Reuter's  learns  from  an 
authoritative  source.  General  Allenby's 
advance  from  Jerusalem  was  carried 
out  under  great  dlffcultles.  It  was 
made  during  heavy  rains  and  when  the 
British  had  to  march  over  hills  com- 
parable only  to  masses  of  slippery  soap. 

Possession  of  Jericho  is  an  important 
step  towards  establishing  touch  between 
the  British  and  their  Arab  Allies.  The 
British  will  be  in  direct  contact  with 
the  Arabs  for  the  first  time,  which 
should  be  a  great  encouragement  to 
them,  as  they  have  fought  a  long  and 
hard  contest  against  superior  enemy 
forces.  General  Allenby's  forces  are 
now  encamped  along  the  Jordan,  which 
probably  Is  fairly  high.  It  is  a  swift, 
narrow  stream,  with  a  very  treacherous 
current,  and  Is  in  a  country  which  will 
supply  food  and  fodder.  With  the  latest 
advance  the  British  position  is  quite 
well  defined.  The  right  flank  rests  on 
the  Dead  Sea  and  the  left  on  the  Med- 
iterranean, so  If  the  enemy  wishes  to 
attack  he  can  only  make  a  frontal  as- 
sault. The  British  now  control  the 
Dead  Sea,  and  have  access  to  the  rich 
lands  east  of  the  sea  They  also  men- 
ace the  railways  running  toward  f>am- 
u«cus.  while  the  country  has  battel 
roads   than   those  around   Jerusalem. 

Capture  of  Jericho,  says  the  military 
correspondent  of  The  Dally  Telegraph, 
deprives  the  enemy  of  one  ot  the  chief 
local  points  In  his  defensive  system  in 
Palestine. 

"The  advance,"  the  writer  adds, 
"should  result  in  the  clearing  out  of 
the  enemy  from  west  of  the  Dead  Sea, 
since  It  gives  the  British  a  line  right, 
across  Palestine.  It  endangers  the 
enemy's  motor  boat  flotilla,  which  has 
had  Its  base  at  the  mouth  of  the  Jor- 
dan, and  cuts  off  from  any  Turks  now 
left  west  of  the  Dead  Sea.  as  well  as 
from  those  on  the  east,  where  they  are 
exposed  to  the  bold  raids  of  the  Arabs, 
their  means  of  support  from  this 
sourca 

"It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  the 
Arabs  are  working  their  way  up  the 
HedJas  Railway,  and  already  have  been 
in  action  directly  east  of  the  Dead  Sea. 
Turkish  foroas  acting  in  HedJas  and 
southern  Arabia  already  virtually  are 
eut  off  from  the  outside  world.  Gen- 
eral Allenby,  having  scattered  the 
Turkish  forces  concentrated  west  of 
Jericho,  now  Is  free  to  choose  a  line  for 
an  advance  northward  by  whatever 
route  seems  beet. 

The  Dally  Chronicle,  la  Its  editorial 
comment  says:  "Much  depends  on  how 
the  Jericho  advanoe  Is  followed  up.  So 
far  it  has  been  pushed  forward  with 
most  encouraging  rapidity.  In  spite  of 
the  handicap  of  rainy  weather.  We  may 
perhaps  hope  that  the  Impetus  of  Gen- 
eral Allenby's  movement  win  carry  him 
mnch    farther   forward." 

The  newspaper  adds  that  the  first 
troop*  to  water  their  horses  in  the  his- 
toric Jordan  River  were  the  Australian 
cavalry, 


VANCOUVER.  B.C..  Feb.  S3.— That 
the  settlement  of  the  dispute  between 
the  Provincial  Government  and 
Messrs.  Foley,  Welch  &  Stewart  con- 
tractors for  the  Pacific  Great  Eastern 
Railway,  Is  one  that  can  be  regarded 
as  eminently  satisfactory,  is  tha  opin- 
ion of  members  of  the  Vancouver 
Board  of  Trade  Committee  which  re- 
cently waited  upon  the  Provincial 
Cabinet  to  urge  that  the  suit  between 
the  Government  and  the  contractors 
be  settled  out  of  court  and  that  the 
line  be  completed  to  Williams  Lake 
this   year.  \ 

"I  am  sure  the  Board  will  keel  Uko 
congratulating  the  Government  on  ar- 
riving at  a  settlement  that  will  per- 
mit of  work  on  the  road  being  com- 
menced again,"  said  W.  II.  Malkln, 
chairman  of  the  special  committee  of 
the  Board  of  Trade.  "Judging  from 
reports,  the  settlement  is  along  the 
lines  urged  upon  the  Government  by 
the  committee  which  went  to  consider- 
able trouble  investigating  the  whole 
matter,  and  was  assisted  very  materi- 
ally In  Its  deliberations  by  having  the 
assistance  of  two   eminent  engineers. 

"The  settlement  of  the  dispute 
means  much  to  British  Columbia," 
continued  Mr.  Malkln.  "Had  the  liti- 
gation been  allowed  to  drag  its  course 
through  the  courts,  it  would  probably 
have  been  several  years  before  a  defi- 
nite decision  would  be  reached.  In 
tho  meantime  the  road  would  havo 
been  going  to  ruin  and  the  vait  stretch 
of  territory  entirely  dependent  upon  It 
would  have  been  without  an  outlet  of 
any  kind.  Not  only  would  It  have 
meant  fighting  the  case  through  tho 
Canadian  courts,  but  probably  also 
through  the  courts  on  the  other  side 
of  the  line,  and  goodness  only  knows 
when  the  end  would  have  been 
reached. 

"If  the  Government  will  now  place 
the  road  under  capable  management, 
entirely  free  from  political  interfer- 
ence of  any  kind  whatever,  it  will 
soon  be  performing  the  duty  for  which 
it  was  started.  It  is  stated  that  the 
extending  of  the  road  to  Williams 
Lake  is  contemplated  this  year.  If 
that  is  done  a  great  stretch  of  very 
fertile  territory  will  have  been  brought 
Into  direct  touch  with  the  Coast. 
Later  on,  when  the  road  is  extended 
to  the  Peace  River  country,  that  vast 
promising  section  of  the  West  will  be 
available  for  immigration,  direct  from 
Europe,  via  the  Panama  Canal  and 
Vancouver." 

B.  W.  Greer,  president  of  the 
Board  of  Trade,  expressed  the  opinion 
that  the  situation  in  regard  to  the  dis- 
pute seemed  very  satisfactory  Indeed. 
One  benefit  from  the  road  being  put 
into  operation  again,  he  said,  would 
be  the  starting  up  of  the  large  num- 
ber of  mills  In  that  section  of  the 
country,  which  had  been  forced  to 
close  down  and  had  been  waiting, 
with  hundreds  of  men  idle,  the  out- 
come of  the  dispute. 

P.  G.  Sballcross,  vice-president  of 
the  Board,  said  the  Province  bad  got 
rid  of  a  very  lengthy  lawsuit,  and 
that  Hon.  John  Oliver  was  to  be  com- 
plimented on  the  manner  in  which  ho 
had  brought  about  the  settlement 
With  the  operation  of  the  road  and 
the  work  of  extending  it  again  under 
way,  he  said,  it  would  not  be  long  be- 
fore it  would  prove  a  self-supporting 
venture. 

W.  A.  Blair,  secretary  of  the  board, 
expressed -the  opinion  that  the  an- 
nounced settlement  of  the  dispute  be- 
tween the  Government  and  the  con- 
tractors was  entirely  along  the  line 
advocated  by  the  special  committee  of 
the  Board,  and  was  therefore  very 
satisfactory  to  members  of  the  Board.

Approve  Scheme  for 


Care  of  Feebleminded 


Farm  Colony  Plan  Is  Proposed  by  Expert  Physiol- 
ogist for  Mental  Defectives — Inmates  Would 
Be  Treated  According  to  Classification  of 
Condition — Healthful  Employment 


A  general  outline  of  the  plan  recom- 
mended by  an  expert  physiologist  -for 
the  establishment  of  an  institution  for 
the  care  and  treatment  of  mental  de- 
fectives In  this  Province  should  be  of 
particular  Interest  at  this  time  to  all 
public-spirited  citizens  concerned  with 
this  problem.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
on  Thursday  last  a  large  deputation, 
numbering  almost  sixty  representa- 
tives of  the  foremost  organisations  in 
the  city,  interviewed  the  Provincial 
Secretary,  the  Hon.  J.  O.  McLean, 
M.D.,  CM.,  for  the  purpose  of  impress- 
ing upon  him  the  urgent  necessity  of 
making  Government  provision  for  these 
people. 

The  deputation  included  representa- 
tives of  the  various  organizations  af- 
filiated with  the  Local  Council  of  Wo- 
men, headed  by  their  president.  Miss* 
Crease.  Also  members  of  the  Social 
Service  Commission  and  of  the  local 
Conservation  of  Llfo  League.  They 
were  received  very  courteously  by  the 
honorable  gentleman,  who  listened  at- 
tentively to  the  request  presented  by 
this  strong  representation  of  local 
bodies  Interested  in  this  vital  problem. 
Short  addresses  were  given  by  Miss 
Crease,  Mrn.  Margaret  Jenkins,  Mrs. 
Spofford,  Hew  H.  J.  Archbold.  Dr. 
Thomas  Miller,  Rev.  J.  Clbson  Inkster, 
and  Rev.  Dr.  iohn  L.  Campbell,  all  of 
whom  strongly  advocated  immediate 
steps  on  the  purt  of  the  Provincial 
Government  in  meeting  and  dealing 
with    this    problem    effectively. 

The  outcome  of  the  interview,  while 
not  all-satisfying  to  the  petitioners, 
was  on  the  whole  encouraging,  inas- 
much as 'they  received  the  assurance 
of  tho  Provincial  Secretary  that  the. 
Oovernment  was  fully  alive  to  the  Im- 
portance of  the  situation,  and  that 
some  of  the -recommendations  submit- 
ted would  be  acted  upon  at  its  earliest 
convenience.  They  were  told  that  rf 
funds  for  taking  up  this  work  had  been 
available  the  Government  would  take 
steps  at  once  to  commence  this  work, 
but  the  money  was  not  forthcoming 
for  dealing  with  the  problem  at  pres- 
ent.

The  detailed  report  containing  an 
outline  of  the  scheme  generally  ap- 
proved for  institution  established  for 
the  care  of  feeble-minded  people, 
which  was  submitted  by  Miss  Winn  at 
the  recent  annual  meeting  of  the  Local 
Council  of  Women,  received  the  hearty 
approval  of  that  organization,  which 
has  for  several  years  past  displayed 
the  keenest  interest  in  this  problem. 
Miss  Winn  has  been  a  close  student  of 
this  phase  of  physiology  for  a  number 
of  years,  and  brings  the  results  of  a 
long  experience  In  this  important 
work  to  bear  on  the  question,  "What 
Is  to  be  done  for  these  people?"  pre- 
pared the  following  article  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  organizations  interested: 
"1  have  been  asked,"  she  said,  "to 
describe  in  detail  the  farm  colony  type 
of  Institution,  which  is  being  used  al- 
most exclusively  now,  and  to  give  a 
few  estimates  in  connection  therewith. 
First  of  all,  there  is  a  strict  classifica- 
tion made  of  the  patients  on  the  basis 
of  mental  age.  Idiots  and  Imbeciles 
are  placed  together  In  one  large  build- 
ing, the  worst  cases  being  cared  for 
In  wards,  as  are  also  the  babies. 

"All  Inmates  above  this  type  are 
divided  into  groups  of  -from  12  to  20, 
and  are  housed  in  attractive  cottages; 
ail  of  this  class  are  able  to  carry  some 
responsibility;  and  this  arrangement 
gives  them  a  natural  and  a  vital  inter- 
est In  all  the  details  of  home-making, 
provides  for  the  small  social  gather- 
ing, for  intercourse,  co-operation,  and 
mutual  helpfulness,  and  eliminates  the 
numerous  difficulties  that  arise  from 
handling  groups  of  large  numbers. 

"More  than  all,  it  give*  each  one  a 
personal  interest  In  life  and  an  oppor- 
tunity for  expressing  individual  taste 
In.  their  environment.  Hospitals  are 
maintained  in  connection  with  the  in- 
stitution, and  men  and  women  in  all 
cases  are  kept  as  widely  separated  as 
possible,  the  buildings  for  the  two 
classes  being  at  as  great  a  distance 
apart  as  possible;  as  far  as  possible 
also  the  men  have  male  supervision, 
attendants  and  teaching,  and  the  wo- 
men female  attendants.  The  inmates 
eat  in  relays,  and  one  or  two  large 
dining  rooms  in  each  division  arc  made 
to  accommodate  all.  One  large  heat- 
ing plant  for  each  division  is  supplied, 
and  In  every  way  possible  an  effort  Is 
made  to  economize  on  overhead  ex- 
penses. A  corps  of  well-trained  and 
experienced  workers  direct  and  plan 
for  such  of  the  Inmates  as  are  able  to 
assist,  and  the  gardening  and  farming 
arc  all  done  by  the  inmates,  with 
supervision. 

Agriculture  and  Housework 
"The  farm  colony,"  the  writer  advo- 
cates, "should  have  at  least  600  acres, 
and  preferably  1,500.  Clearing  is  splen- 
did work  for  the  men  and  for  many 
of  the  women;  and  then  there  Is  the 
fruit,  vegetable  and  poultry  raising, 
the  lot  and  garden  plotting,  planting, 
cultivating  and  gardening,  the  canning, 
pickling,  drying,  and  the  beautifying 
of  the  house  and  grounds.  All  those 
normal  activities  of  the  household  and 
farm  life  which  give  steadiness,  pur- 
pose and  Interest  to  the  people.  It  la 
truly  wonderful  to  see  the  changes  that 
come  over  them,  as  little  by  little  they 
fall  Into  the  organization  and  lind  their 
special  niche,  an  experience  totally 
new  to  them.  J 

"The  farm  colony  plan  fnrnlshes  a 
normal  and  wholesome  atmosphere 
'and  mode  of  living  for  these  unfortun- 
ates, and  enables  them  to  live  by  the 
products  of  their  own  labor  happily 
and  contentedly.  They  come  to  till  a 
definite  place  In  the  colony  life,  and 
this  In  itself  la  most  stimulating  and 
worth  while,  for  here  Idleness  and  lazi- 
ness, the  breeders  of  mischief  and 
crime,  are  allowed  no  place  or  part; 
nor  are  the  social  activities  neglected 
—In  fact,  they  play  a  very  Important 
part  In  the  general  programme.  In- 
door and  outdoor  gymnasiums  and 
well-equipped  playgrounds,  swimming 
pools  and  baths  are  provided,  also  ath- 
letic field*.  One  hour  a  day  Is  usually 
given  to  dancing  In  the  social  hall,  and 
soclrJPt  are  held  on  all  extra  occasions. 
All  holidays  are  specially  observed,  and 
some  of  the  most  beautiful  pageants 
I  have  ever  seen  have  been  given  on 
the  greens  of  these  Institutions. 
Bdacatlon  Facilities 

'Industrial  schools,  graded  from 
kindergarten  upward,  are  maintained; 
needlework,  sewing,  painting,  mould- 
ing, paper-rutting,  and  design.  In 
short,  all  the  manual  arts  are  taught 
to  th*  high-grade  children,  and  as  a 
j  special  reward  some  are  glvea  the  op- 
-  •  Av 


portunlty  to  pursue  ordinary  school 
subjects  for  a  little  while  each  day. 
A  great  deal  of  attention  la  paid  to 
music,  all  being  taught  chorus  singing. 
and  any  showing  special  ability  are 
given  singing  lessons  and  taught  to 
play  aa  Instrument. 

The  Benefits  Accruing 

"The  general  Impression  that  a  visit- 
or gets  of  a  modern  farm  colony  is 
one  of  order,  industry  and  happy  com- 
munity life,"  concluded  the  speaker. 
"Think  of  the  tremendous  asset  to 
society  and  to  the  individual  of  such 
an  environment.  Here  the  person  of 
feeble  powers  and  irresponsible  be- 
havlour*finds  a  home  free  from  tempt- 
ation and  fitted  to  his  level  of  mental- 
ity, and  the  State  not  only  protects  the 
normal  citizen  and  institutions  from 
the  vicious  and  deteriorating  influence 
of  these  weaklings  but  turns  Into 
channels  of  productivity  this  waste 
material. 

"Once  put  Into  running  order,  the 
expense  of  maintaining  such  an  insti- 
tution Is  not  so  great  as  one  might 
think.  It  has  been  found  that  most 
high-grade  inmates  can  be  self-majn- 
tainlng,  that  is,  if  the  work  Is  properly 
planned  and  directed,  they  can  earn  an 
amount  equivalent  to  the  cost  of  their 
board  and  keep,  and  many  can  do  a 
great  deal  better  than  this. 

"In  all  institutions  of  this  kind,  as 
in  mental  hospitals,  a  minimum  fee 
is  charged  for  each  patient,  mainten- 
ance being  charged  to  the  State  for  all 
cases  not  provided  for  by  parents  or 
relatives." 


TO 
VICTORIANS  URGED 


Increased  Production  Commit- 
tee Maps  Out  an  Educative 
Campaign  tp  Aid  Movement 
for  Bigger  Crops, 


W^th  the  country  face  to  face  with 
the  prospect  of  world-wide  under- 
production, and  victory  certain  tJ 
rest  with  the  nations  that  are  sep- 
arated from  starvation  conditions  by 
the  wider  margin,  tho  citizens  oi 
Victoria,  In  common  with  the  people 
throughout  other  sections  of  Canada, 
are  being  appealed  to  this  year  to 
produce    foodstuffs    to    the.    Unit. 

The  ctty  council,  acting  through  its 
Increased  Production  Committee,  Is 
determined  to  do  everything  in  Its 
power  to  aid  the  movement.  It  al- 
ready has  commenced  to  mobilize  the 
vacant  lots  and  the  willing  cultivat- 
ors of  Victoria,  and  special  reduced 
rates  for  ploughing  and  soil  prepara- 
tion have  been  arranged  so  as  to 
encourage  the  work.  The  supply  of 
well-germinated  seed  at  a  minimum 
cost  has  also  been  insured  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  sub-committee  to  buy 
In  large  quantities.  By-laws  are 
being  modified  to  facilitate  the 
smooth  working  of  the  campaign, 
and  every  question  submitted  as  to 
how  the  campaign  for  bigger  crops 
may  be  extended  is  being  given  full 
consideration.  The  city  has  pledged 
Itself  to  remove  as  far  as  reasonable 
all  obstacles  against  food  produc- 
tion that  have  existed  In  the  past, 
when  the  need  for  utilizing  every  re- 
source was  not  so  imperative  aa  to- 
day. 

Educative  Campaign 

Hand  In  hand  with  the  actual  cul- 
tivation of  lots  will  be  promoted  a 
series  of  educative  public  meetings 
that  will  give  the  training  to  Vic- 
toria's soldiers  of  the  soil. 

A  meeting  of  the  publicity  com- 
mittee of  the  Increased  Productive 
Committee  was  held  in  the  mayor's 
office  yesterday  morning,  Mr.  C.  L. 
Armstrong  in  the  chair,  and  present 
were  Mayor  Todd,  Aid.  Sangster,  Aid. 
Andros.  Mr.  Hallwright,  instructor  In 
agriculture  at  the  High  School.  Prin- 
cipal Alex.  G.  Smith,  Alderman  Sar- 
gent, Mrs.  Schofleld  and  Principal  H. 
Charlesworth.

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CONSCRIPTION  OF  LOTS. 


There jl«  much  to  be  aald  in  favor 
of  the  City  securing  certain  powers 
over  vacant  land  within  the  munici- 
pal limits  for  the  purpose  of  promot- 
ing; cultivation,  but  Mayor  Todd's 
conscription  scheme  goes  too  far.  In 
a  measure  it  amounts  to  a  confisca- 
tion of  land  for  six  months  of  the 
year,  and  there  Is  to  be  no  compen- 
sation. A  question  of  this  character, 
even  though  it  relates  to  increasing- 
production,  must  also  be  viewed  from 
the  standpoint  that  no  injustice  is 
exercised  towards  those  who,  contrib- 
ute to  the  City's  revenue  by  paying 
their  taxes  on  the  vacant  land  in- 
volved. If  Mayor  Todd's  scheme  ap- 
plied only  to  land  that  Is  in  arrears 
of  taxes  it  might  be  possible  to 
apeak  in  its  favor,  but  when  its  ap- 
plication extends  to  all  vacant  lots, 
Including  those  upon  which  taxes  are 
paid  up  to  date,  there  are  considera- 
tions involved  which  cannot  be  over- 
looked. 

We  note  the  proposal  does  not  In- 
volve a  rebate  of  taxes  on  such  land, 
as  is  to  "be  conscripted  for  cultivation. 
Thus,  the  citizens  affected  wilt  own 
their  land  for  but  six  months  of  the 
year,  yet  they  will  be  called  upon  to 
pay  the  full  year's  taxes.  Under  the 
scheme  they  will  be  unable  to  sell 
the  land  while  It  is  in  the  City's  pos- 
session, and  this  restriction  will  pre- 
vail during  that,  portion  of  the  year 
when  the  possibility  of  effecting  sales 
Is  the  greatest  The  cultivation  that 
is  proposed  will  leave  the  soil  of  the 
lot  in  an  Impoverished  state,  yet  the 
owner  Is  to  have  no  redress,  for  there 
is  no  stipulation  whereby  the  City  Is 
to  leave  the  land  in  the  same  condi- 
tion as  it  found  it.  There  Is  no  pro- 
vision to  be  made  against  a  crop  of 
weeds  springing  up  on  the  land  after 
it  Is  returned  by  the  City  to  its  right- 
ful owner.  These  and  other  argu- 
ments can  be  advanced  against  the 
proposal,  but  to  our  mind  the  out- 
standing injustice  of  the  scheme  is 
the  provision  for  taking  land  out  of 
the  owner's  possession  after  he  has 
paid  his  full  taxes  thereon.  The  City 
Council  cannot  In  fairness  decide  on 
this  course,  and  even  if  it  did  we 
very  much  doubt  if  the  Legislature 
would  give  the  necessary  powers. 

As  long  as  an  owner  pays  his 
taxes  up  to  date  he  should  have  com- 
plete control  over  his  property.  Sup- 
posing the  present  proposal  became 
law,  there  Is  to  be  only  a  period  of 
live  days'  notification  to  be  given  by 
the  City  regarding  its  intention  of 
taking  temporary  possession  of  City 
lots.  In  the  case  of  those  owners 
who  reside  outside  Victoria,  they 
would  receive  no  notification  at  all 
and  their  property  would  be  taken 
over  by  the  City  without  any  oppor- 
tunity of  their  objecting.  It  is  ob- 
vious, because  of  the  considerations 
enumerated,  that  the  CouncU  should 
net  very  cautiously  in  the  direction  of 
conscripting  all  vacant  lots  In  the  City. 
It  would  be  quite  a  different  matter 
leasing  these  from  the  owners,  or  of- 
fering a  rebate  on  taxes  If  they  are 
lent  to  the  City  for  cultivation  pur- 
poses. There  would  also  be  a  differ- 
ent aspect  to  the  proposal  If  it  only 
dealt  with  such  lots  as  are  in  arrears 
of  taxes.  The  City,  if  it  approaches 
owners  of  vacant  lots,  either  person- 
ally through  Its  representatives,  or  by 
/mail,  wilf  no  doubt  be  able  to  secure 
temporary  possession  of  a  consider- 
able number.  It  most  certainly  should 
exhaust  every  other  means  before  a 
decision  is  reached  to  conscript  pro- 
perty wholesale,  for  If  It  adopts  that 
course  It  may  stir  up  a  hornets'  nest 
of  trouble. 


SOLDIERS'  RE-ESTABLISHMENT 


The  creation  of  *  new  department 
ot  the  Dominion  Government  which 
will  have  charge  of  rehabilitating  re- 
turned soldiers  In  civilian  life.  Is  a 
move  in  the  right  direction.  Its 
establahment  was  Inevitable,  and  we 
are  glad  to  notice  that  Sir  James 
Lougheed  will  be  the  Minister,  for  he 
la  a  gentleman  of  capable  organising 
powers  and  undoubtedly  will  com- 
mand success  In  his  new  duties.  The 
scope  of  the  department  is  wide,  but 
by  no  means  too  wide  for  the  great 
task  It  will  have  to  accomplish.  Upon 
It  will  rent  the  burden  of  creating 
such  conditions  as  will  promote  con- 
tentment among  those  returning  from 
the  war.  It  will  provide  such  tem- 
porary or  permanent  convalescent 
homes  and  sanltorla  as  may  be  ne- 
cessary for  those  who  have  been  dis- 
charged from  the  service,  but  who, 
through  disabilities  occasioned  by  the 
war,  will  necessarily  become  a  charge 
on  the,  Stats.  It  will  arrange  for  vo- 
cational, educational  and  othef  re- 
qulalte  training  to  fit  returned  men 
for  civil  occupations.  It  will  provide 
employment  and  deal  with  matters 
relating  to  soldiers'  pensions,  to  the 
extent  of  being  the  connecting  link 
between  the  Bfard  of  Pensions  Cotn- 
aad  Parliament 


Undoubtedly  such  a  department 
should  have  bureaus  in  every  Prov- 
ince of  the  Dominion,  which  would 
keep  in  close  touch  with  the  Provin- 
cial Governments  and  all  sources  of 
employment.  It  should  also  work 
hand  In  hand  with  Provincial  legis- 
latures In  providing  means  of  occu- 
pation for  returned  soldiers.  Sir 
James  Lougheed  will  realise  the  Im- 
mensity of  the  task  to  which  he  is 
giving  his  well-known  abilities,  and 
he  will  conscientiously  devote  himself 
to  work  which  should  be  a  labor  of 
love.  Such  a  department  as  he  now 
controls  will  have  to  be  given  consid- 
erable powers,  and  when  fully  organ- 
ized its  recommendations  to  the  Gov- 
ernment should  receive  every  atten- 
tion. Too  much  time  has  already 
elapsed,  as  we  pointed  out  long  ago. 
in  making  provision  for  rehabilitating 
soldiers.  The  inconveniences  caused 
by  the  delay  can  be  overcome  by 
prompt  and  energetic  action,  and  we 
feel  the  country  can  look  to  the  new 
Minister  to  rectify  present  deficiencies 
and  make  ampIe#provlsion  for  the 
future. 

Under  the  realignment  of  duties  at 
Ottawa,  what  Is  known  as  the  Mili- 
tary Hospitals  Commission  will  in  fu- 
ture be  called  the  Invalided  Soldiers' 
Commission,  of  which  Mr.  F.  B.  Mc- 
Curdy  wl|l  be  chairman.  He  has 
proved  himself  a  hard-working,  pains- 
taking official,  who  is  not  fond  of 
the  limelight,  and  for  this  reason 
probably  accomplishes  much  more 
than  others.  To  his  new  task  he 
will  bring  to  bear  a  wide  knowledge 
of  the  ways  of  the  Militia  Depart- 
ment, which  should  serve  him  In  good 
stead.  His  responsibilities  will  be 
considerable,  but  his  ability  is  fully 
enual  to  them.  The  Union  Govern- 
ment is  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
Rteps  it  has  taken,  more  especially 
(he  provision  for  paying  the  debt  the 
country  owes  to  its  gallant  soldiers 
and  sailors. 


HUMDLIATING    PEACE  TERMS. 


Germany  has  outlined  the  terms 
upon  which  she  will  make  peace 
with  Russia  in  response  to  the  fran- 
tic appeal  of  the  Bolshevik!.  Her 
demands  are  greaser  than  those  made 
at  the  Brest.  Litovsk  Conference,  but 
doubtless  they  will  be  accepted  by  the 
Bolshevik'l.  Who  have  been  powerless 
in  their  efforts  to  arouse  the  country 
to  repel  the  German  Invasion.  Rus- 
sia is  to  renounce  every  claim  to  in- 
tervene in  the  territory  she  is  called 
upon  to  relinquish,  which  includes  an 
extension  to  that  sought  at  first.  In 
addition  Livonia  and  Esthonla  are  to 
be  occupied  by  German  police;  Rus- 
sian troops- and  the  Red  Guards  are 
to  evacuate  the  Ukraine  and  Finland; 
Russia  Is  to  help  with  all  her  power 
in  securing  for  Turkey  the  orderly 
return  of  its  Anatolian  frontiers.  She 
is  to  carry  out  the  complete  demobil- 
ization of  her  army.  Her  warships, 
both  In  the  Black  Sea  and  the  Baltic, 
must  be  kept  In  Russian  harbors 
until  the  conclusion  of  peace,  or  else 
disarmed.  The  clearing  away  of  mines 
Is  to,  be  commenced  and  the  Russo- 
German  commercial  treaty  of  1914 
must  be  enforce^  again.  There  must 
be  free  export  to  Germany  of  ores, 
and  negotiations  must  commence  for 
a  new  commercial  treaty  between  the 
two  countries,  which  will  glvo  Ger- 
many the  most  favored  nation  treat- 
ment. Russia  must  cease  at  once  all 
propaganda  and  agitation  against  the 
Governments  of  the  Central  Powers, 
end  their  allies,  and  their  political 
and  military  institutions,  even  in  lo- 
calities occupied  by  those  Powers.  In 
conclusion  these  conditions  must  be 
accepted  within  48  hours. 

It  would  be  very  difficult  to  imag- 
ine more  humiliating  conditions  being 
imposed  on  what  was  formerly  one  of 
the  world's  great  Powers.  They  make 
Russia  an  appendage  of  Germany,  to 
be  used  for  any  purpose  the  latter 
country  may  see  fit.  This  was  an  al- 
most certain  sequel  to  the  reign  of 
anarchy  at  Petrograd.  and  If  any- 
thing will  serve  to  rouse  the  Russian 
people  to  a  sense  of  their  position  be- 
fore the  world,  Germany's  peace 
terms  will.  The  law  of  the  conqueror 
bi  to  be  imposed  on  a  nation  of  180,- 
000.000  of  people,  who,  by  allowing 
power  to  fall  Into  the  hands  of  crazy 
visionaries,  have  accomplished  their 
own  country's  downfall  for  the  time 
being.  The  Bolsheviki,  intoxicated  by 
anarchical  principles,  believed  that 
those  in  other  countries  would 
espouse  their  cause  and  so  promote 
world  chaos.  They  grasped  to  their 
bosoms  the  phantom  of  a  German 
revolution  which  has  failed  to  mater- 
ialize, and  by  doing  so  they  have 
Placed  military  autocracy  more  firmly 
In  the  saddle  than  It  has  been  for 
■everal  months.  If  they  temporise 
over  the  present  peace  proposals 
their  last  stage  will  be  worse  than 
their  present  position,  for  In  that 
event  Germany  will  not  rest  until  she 
sweeps  them  from  power.  The  ruth- 
leasness  of  Teutonic,  policy  Is  seen  In 
the  humiliating  terms  Imposed  on 
Russia.  If  the  Allies  wavered  on  the 
western  front,  or  listened  to  the 
counsels  of  the  pacifists  in  their 
midst,  France  and  Belgium  would 
■hare  the  ssme  fate,  and  the  hand  of 
the  clock  of  civilisation  would  be  set 
back  for  centuries. 


trlct.  We  are  informed  there  are 
from  300  to  400  hydraulic  leases 
that  have  been  taken  out  In  the  dis- 
trict, but  nothing  hi  paid  on  them  be- 
cause there  has  been  so  little  work 
done,  whereas,  by  a  careful  inventory 
of  the  resources  and  an  investigation 
of  what  Is  needed  to  bring  about  de- 
velopment, followed  by  some  definite 
action,  the  Government  would  derive 
a  considerable  revenue.  Atlln  is  at 
present  Intensely  interested  in  having 
a  wagon  road  built  to  the  Canadian 
boundary  on  the  Taku  river,  it  is 
estimated  by  the  road  superintendent 
there  that  the  extension  of  the 
O'Donnell  road  would  cost  $1,000  per 
mile.  The  distance  from  the  south 
end  of  this  road  to  the  boundary  on 
the  Taku  river  is  40  miles,  so  that 
the  desired  connection  could  be  built 
at  a  total  cost  of  $40,000.  The 
Alaskan  Government  is  at  present 
constructing  a  road  along  the  left 
bank  of  the  Taku  river  to  the  bound- 
ary, and  the  proposal  is  there  should 
be  a  connection  with  this  on  the 
Canadian  side,  running  to  the  south 
end  of  the  O'Donnell  road. 

The  mining  and  business  men  of 
Juneau  are  anxious  to  get  into  closer 
touch  with  the  Atlln  district.  Last 
summer  prospectors  from  the  Tread- 
well  Mine  visited  Atlln  and  were 
greatly  Impressed  with  the  mineral 
possibilities.  They  propose  to  Inter- 
est capital  In  the  purchase  of  claims, 
but  until  there  are  transportation 
facilities  for  bringing  In  machinery, 
-but  little  development  work  can  be 
foreshadowed.  There  is  a  large 
amount  of  machinery  lying  idle  at 
the  Treadwell  Mine,  which,  we  learn, 
it  is  proposed  to  use  on  development 
work  in  the  Atlln  district,  and,  if  the 
quartz  mines  there  are  developed,  no 
doubt  it  would  pay  to  8hlp  the  ore 
to  the  Juneau  coast  for  treatment. 
In  addition  it  is  claimed  the  provi- 
sion of  the  road  required  would  en- 
able the  pre-emptor  to  cultivate  the 
land  and  supply  the  district  with  all 
necessary  foodstuffs.  The  residents 
there  are  firmly  convinced  that  by 
connection  by  road  to  the  boundary 
there  would  be  a  very  considerable 
influx  of  population  on  account  of 
the  mining  and  agricultural  possi- 
bilities. 

The  Government  at  present  derives 
very  little  revenue  from  the  Atlln 
district,  as  the  records  of  noth  th6 
mining  and  lands  departments  will 
show.  Possibly  if  an  investigation 
were  made  of  the  actual  receipts 
from  that  part  of  British  Columbia, 
and  the  actual  amounts  owing,  the 
Government*  would  realize  something 
Is  wrong.  From  what  we  can  learn 
we  believe  that  "something"  Is  the 
Indifference  shown  towards  the  needs 
of  the  district,  ^ettlers  will  not 
pay  their  taxes  unless,  they  receive 
Government  attention.  Obviously, 
too,  they  will  be  slow  to  pay  for 
leases  of  mining  properties  which 
they  cannot*  develop  under  existing 
conditions  which,  to  a  large  extent, 
preclude  the  shipment  of  ore  to  the 
outside  and  the  bringing  in  of  mach- 
inery for  development  purposes.  We 
commend  the  claims  of  the  district  to 
Messrs.  Sloan  and  Pattullo,  who 
might,  with  advantage,  look  into  the 
receipts  their  departments  secure 
from  Atlln.  The  matter  of  building 
the  road  suggested  comes  within  the 
scope  of  Mr.  J.  H.  King's  department. 
All  three  Ministers  might  be  Induced 
to  interest  themselves  in  the  develop- 
ment of  a  promising  district.  We 
hope,  too,  that  Mr.  Frank  Moberly, 
the  member  for  Atlln.  will  be  assid- 
uous this  session  in  obtaining  the  rec- 
ognition for  his  constituency  which  It 
undoubtedly  deserves  after  a  period 
of  neglect,  during  which  ifcs  poten- 
tialities  have   been   largejf   ignored. 

We  voice  the  feeling  of  all  British 
Columbians  in  expressing  the  hope 
that  Premier  Brewster  will  speedily 
recover  from  his  attack  of  pneu- 
monia. If  It  Is  necessary  to  postpone 
the  resumption  of  the  session  for  a 
brief  period  because  of  his  Illness, 
there  will  be  no  objection  from  any 
quarter. 


Sincere  sympathy  will  be  extended 
to  the  Rev.  W.  Baugh-Allen  In  the 
loss  of  his  wife,  whose  kindly  char- 
acter and  unerring  instinct  for  doing 
good  were  known  to  a  large  circle  of 
people,  both  in  Esquimau  and  Vic- 
toria. She  was  a  lady  of  very  char- 
itable disposition,  and  intense  sym- 
pathy, who  In  a  quiet  way  endeared 
herself  to  everyone  with  whom  her 
relationship  was  close.  In  Esquimau, 
where  the  sphere  of  her  work  lay, 
she  will  be  sorely  missed.

REVIEW  OF COTTON 
TRADE  CONDITIONS 


Year  1917  Was  One  of  Most 
Remarkable  in  History  of 
Business  in  /England  — 
Shortage  of  Labor  Feature, 


Reports  on  the  Industrial  year 
which  ended  in  England  with  the 
list  of  December,  1917,  indicates 
ths£  it  was  one  of  the  most  remark- 
able twelve  months  in  ths  history  of 
the  Lancashire  cotton  trade.  One  of 
the  review*  of  the  situation  goes  on 
to  say  that  the  year  opened  at  a 
time  when,  owing  to  the  heavy  de- 
mands of  the  army,  the  shortage  of 
labor  was  the  cause  of  great  anxiety, 
and  from  time  to  time  throughout  Its 
course,  something  approaching  a 
complete  stoppage  of  machinery 
seemed  unavoidable.  Working  ex- 
penses have  steadily  mounted,  and 
the  increased  price  of  the  necessaries 
of  life  has  resulted  In  all-round  de- 
mands for  higher  wages,  and  spread 
discontent  and  restlessness  through 
the  ranks  of  the  operatives.  Short- 
age of  shipping,  combined  with  the 
demand  for  cotton  for  the  manufac- 
ture of  explosives,  has  led  to  a  great 
shortage  of  raw  material,  and,  as  a 
consequence,  a  rise  in  price  to 
heights  hitherto  undreamed  of.  The 
trade,  however,  has  come  through  it 
all,  and  spinners  and  manufacturers 
— especially  the  former — are  able  to 
look  back  on  a  very  profitable  year. 
The  way  the  trade  has  borne  the 
strains  and  stresses  of  the  past 
twelve  months  is  a  tremendous  trib- 
ute to  its  vitality,  but  What,  perhaps, 
events  have  most  of  all  revealed  Is 
the  immense  value  of  employers  and 
employed  being  well  organized  and 
accustomed  to  meet  and  discuss  trade 
affairs  in  a  spirit  of  mutual  tolerance 
and  respect. 

Shortage    of    Material 

Toward  mid-Bummer,  it  became 
apparent  that  the  greatest  problem 
with  which  the  trade  was  faced  was 
not  a  shortage  of  labor,  but  a  short- 
age of  the  raw  material.  June  saw 
an  acute  situation  arise.  On  the  20th 
the  price  of  middling  American 
reached  nearly  %  per  pound,  and 
the  Liverpol  futures  market  was 
closed  by  order  of  the  Board  of 
Trade.  On  June  27  the  Cotton  Con- 
trol Board  was  set  up,  and  since  then 
the  trade  has  been  carried  on  under 
its  direction.  * 

The  regime  of  the  board  has 
meant  the  setting  up  of  an  unprece- 
dented conditions.  Cotton  has  not 
since  been  bought  or  sold  except  by 
licence,  and  only  a  limited  am/mnt 
of  machinery  has  -been  run.  When 
the  board's  restriction  scheme  start- 
ed In  September,  40  per  cent  of  all 
machinery  was  stopped,  but  more 
might  be  worked  under  the  follow- 
ing conditions:-  Spinners  of  Ameri- 
can might  run  up  to  70  per  cent  of 
their  Bpindles,  and  spinners  of  Egypt- 
ian up  to  100'  per  cent  on  payment 
to  the  board  of  a  levy  of  l%d.  per 
mule  spindles  and  l%d.  per  ring 
spindle,  on  all  spindles  over  and 
above  60  per  cent;  and  manufactur- 
ers might  run  up  to  100  per  cent  of 
their  looms  on  payment  to  the  board 
of  5s.  on  looms  above  72-lnch  reed 
space  and  on  2s.  6d.  per  loom  on 
those  below  72-lnch  reed  space  on  all 
looms  over  and  above  60  per  cent. 
These  conditions  prevailed  from 
Sept.  10  to  Dec.  8,  from  which  date 
they  were  modified.  Not  more  than 
60  per  cent  of  machinery  may  now 
be  worked  except  for  the  carrying 
out  of  government  contracts,  and  in 
cases  where  any  excess  is  so  worked 
levies  of  half  the  amount  named 
above  must  be  paid  to  the  board. 
Burdens    Fairly    Distributed 

Considering  the  character  of  Us 
regulations,  and  the  way  they  cut 
into  ordinary  commercial  dealings 
and  the  productive  processes,  the 
board's  scheme  has  worked  with  re- 
markable smoothness.  The  burdens 
of  the  time  have  been  as  fairly  dis- 
tributed as  possible.  The  weaker 
have  not  had  to  go  to  the  wall  un- 
der force  of  circumstances.  Cotton 
stocks  have  been  husbanded,  and 
prices,  though  very  high,  have  been 
prevented  from  soaring  to  still 
greater  heights  as  a  consequence  of 
speculation.  The  fund  created  by 
the  levies  paid  to  the  board  has  been 
used  to  maintain  operatives  thrown 
out  of  work  by  the  board's  scheme, 
and  the  trade  union  funds  have  been 
conserved  as  a  result. 

In  return  for  this,  trade  union  de- 
mands for  Increased  wages  were 
modified.  In  September  they  were 
postponed  for  three  months,  and  at 
the  end  of  that  time  the  operatives 
accepted  considerably  less  than  they 
had  asked  for.  in  short,  the  Con- 
trol Board  has  been  a  great  success, 
and  has  saved  the  trade  from  a  peril- 
ous situation. 

The  decreased  production  enforced 
by  the  board  largely  solved  the  prob- 
lem of  the  labor  shortage,  and  also 
led  to  big  prices  and  profits.  Pro- 
duction had,  of  'course,  before  the 
advent  of  the  board,  been  restricted 
by  the  labor  shortage  and  the  In- 
creasing scarcity  of  raw  material, 
the  result  is  that  spinning  companies 
are  paying  big  dividends  and  in 
many  cases  doing  better  than  for 
many  years  back.  Manufacturing 
firms  have  also,  pn  the  whole,  done 
well.  During  the  year  th«  wages  of 
all  sections  of  cotton  operatives  have 
increased  25  per  cent,  making  a  to- 
tal increase,  since  the  outbreak  of 
the  war,  of  35   per  cent. 

Lack  of  Tonnage  Effect 

While  the  shortage  of  raw  material 
was  immediately  due  to  the  lack  of 
tonnage  and  the  demand  for  explo- 
sives factories,  the  whole  question  of 
the  world  supply  of  cotton  has  at- 
tracted a  good  deai  of  attention  dur- 
ing the  year. 

The  British  Cotton  Growing  Asso- 
ciation claims  to  have  proved  that 
the  problems  can  be  solved  by  cul- 
tivation of  cotton  within  the  British 
Empire,  but  its  own  financial  re- 
sources are  exhausted.  Much  pres- 
sure has  been  brought  to  bear  upon 
the  Government  with  a  view  to  ob-

Follpwlng  the  receipt  yesterday 
morning  of  a  wire  from  Premier 
Brewster,  en  route  home  from  Otta- 
wa, to  the  efTer.t  that  the  basis  of 
the  P.  G.  L\  settlement  was  satisfac- 
tory to  him,  Hon.  John  Oliver.  Min- 
ister of  Railway*,  left  yesterday  af- 
ternoon for  Seattle,  where  he  will 
meet  Mr.  R.  T.  Elliott  K.C..  counsel 
fur  the  company  and  the  contractors, 
and  the  papers  setting  forth  the 
settlement  arrived  at  will  be  formally 
signed. 

This  formality  could  have  been 
executed  on  Friday  afternoon,  when 
Mr,  Klllott  met  the  Minister  of  Rail- 
ways here,  for  he  was  empowered  by 
the  company  to  do  so,  but  after  the 
terms  of  settlement  had  been  under 
consideration  by  the  cabinet  members 
here  the  decision  was  reached  to  sub- 
mit the  arrangement  to  the  Premier 
by  wire,  and  as  Mr  Elliott  had  to  re- 
turn to  Seattle  Friday  afternoon,  the 
formal  signing  of  the  agreement  be- 
tween the  Province  and  company 
could  not  then  be  done.  Accordingly 
Hon.  Mr.  Oliver  journeyed  to  Seattle 
yesterday  afternoon  and  the  agree- 
ment   was   signed   last   night. 

I'nder  it  the  company's  railway  en- 
terprise, assets,  etc.,  these  including 
the  equipment  and  townsltes  owned 
by  the  two  subsidiary  concerns, 
I'.  <;.  K.  Equipment  Company  and  the 
I".  (j.  E.  Development  Company,  were 
hund»d  over  to  the  Province.  When 
lh"  company  carries  out  its  part  of 
the  rigrecment  to  pay  $500,000  cash 
Immediately  and  another  $2o0.000  in 
four  months'  time,  and  furnishes  the 
Pond  for  $ir.0.000,  which  will  give  it 
an  option  at  the  end  of  two  years  af- 
ter the  expiration  of  the  war  to  take 
back  the  townslte  at  a  valuation  of 
$::.iO,000,  the  Province  will  give  a  full 
clearance  of  all  claims  it  may  have 
r.galnsl  the  company  under  the  con- 
tract for  the  •construction  of  the  line 
of  railway  or  under  the  action  which 
last  year  was  Instituted  against  the 
company    by    the    Province. 

Sonic  Fcdcrnl  Aid. 
While  those  negotiations  have  been 
pending  Premier  Brewster,  when  at 
Ottawa  recently,  made  an  effort  to  in- 
terest the  Federal  ^Government  to  the 
extent  of  granting  aid  in  the  shape  of 
a  subsidy  for  a  line  to  connect  the 
present  line  of  the  P.  O.  E.  at  Clin- 
ton with  Ashcroft,  on  the  line  of  the 
C.  N.  R.,  which  latter  system  the  Fed- 
eral Government  proposes  to  take 
over  as  a  Federal  concern.  In  his 
wire  to  the  Minister  of  Railways  yes- 
terday morning  Premier  Brewster  con- 
veyed the  Information  that  there 
would  be  some,  though  not  very  sub- 
stantial, grant  from  the  Dominion 
Government,  but  he  favored  the  basis 
of  settlement  arrived  at  with  the  P. 
C.  E.,  and  urged  that  It  be  consum- 
mated  at   once.

Government  Is  now  paying  a  million 
a  year  on  account  of  its  bond  guar- 
antee) and  continue  construction  so 
that  the  line  may  be  completed  to 
Prince  George  ami  connection  be  giv- 
en  at   this   end    with   tide   water. 

As  for  the  completion  of  the  road 
to  Hrlnce  George,  the  work  of  grad- 
ing has  been  pretty  well  completed 
from  the  end  of  steel,  some  miles 
north  of  Clinton.  There  is  Still  some 
bridge  work  to  be  completed,  I'nder 
the  order  placed  nearly  two  years 
ago  by  the  company  with  the  I'nited 
Slutea  Steel  Company  for  21.000  tons 
of  steel  rails,  and  with  a  supplj  of 
about  S.OOO  tons  of  rails  on  hand, 
the  nee 'ssary  steel  can  be  got.  A 
large  feature  of  the  original  scheme 
as  undertaken  by  the  company  pro- 
vided for  the  connecting  up  of  So.ua- 
mish,  at  the  head  of  Howe  Sound, 
with  North  Vancouver.  This  section, 
with  the  stretch  still  incomplete  ut 
the  Prince  George  end.  has  been  es- 
timated to  cost  approximately  $10,- 
000, 000. 

Ashcroft    I, ink. 

This  outlay  is  apparently  one  which 
is  wholly  beyond  the  1'rovlnce.  Hut 
the  Minister  of  Hallways  feels  that 
there  is  another  way  in  which  the 
road  may  be  made  an  effective  pro- 
position, tly  tunning  a  line  to  Ash- 
croft by  one  of  three  routes  which 
the  minister  haH  had  engineers  Inves- 
tigating for  some  time  past,  connec- 
tion would  be  had  with  the  C.  N.  P. 
system,  which  would  give  the  needed 
connection  with  the  coast,  eliminate 
a  long  section  of  the  present  P.  G.  E. 
line  from  Squamlsh  northerly,  where 
heavy  grades  necessitate  heavy  cost 
of  operation,  and  also  do  away  with 
the  necessity  of  operating  through  a 
section  where,  whatever  its  future 
possibilities  as  a  traffic  producer, 
would  undoubtedly  be  unprofitable 
for  some  years  to  come. 

The  department's  engineers  find 
three  available  routes  whereby  con- 
nection between  the  P.  G.  E.  line  and 
that  of  the  C.  ^.  P.  at  Ashcroft 
might  be  made.  One  leads  from 
Kelly  I^ake,  by  way  of  Pavilion  Lake, 
down  Hat  Creek,  and  thence  by  the 
valley  of  the  Honapurte  to  Ashcroft, 
a  distance  of  54. OS  miles.  The  sec- 
ond runs  from  Clinton  easterly  by 
way  of  Mound  Ranch  and  thence  by 
the  Bonaparte  valley  to  Ashcroft,  a 
distance  of  48.50  miles.  The  third 
runs  from  Clinton  by  way  of  Salt 
Lqke,  crossing  Allen  Creek  and  Maid- 
en Creek,  and  entering  the  valley  Of 
the  Bonoparte  at  Mundorff's  ranch, 
following  down  the  valley  to  Ash- 
croft, tf  distance  of  40  miles.  The 
lust  named  is  the  one  favored  by  the 
Minister  of  Railways,  because  of 
grades  and  other  features  which 
would  render  railway  construction 
and  operation  less  costly.  Construc- 
tion on  this  last  route  would  not  ex- 
ceed $42,000  a  mile.  With  such  a 
connection  the  grades  along  the  en- 
tire system  from  Prince  George  to 
Ashcroft  would  be  satisfactory. 
In   Strategic    Position. 

Presumably    Premier   Brewster's  re- 
ference   In    his    wire    of    yesterday      to 
Hon.    Mr.    Oliver    to    Federal    aid,    re- 
ferred to  the  construction  of  the  sec- 
tion that  would   link   up  the   P.  O.   K. 
Una   with    the   C.    X.    P.   at      Ashcroft. 
When    at   Ottawa    the      Premier      also 
discussed    the    necessity    of    the       Do- 
minion granting  aid   for  the  construc- 
tion   of    the    lino    from    Prince    George 
into    the       Peace       River,     the       logical 
course   if  the  system    Is  to  become  the 
development  proposition  it  was  hoped 
when   the  contract   with   the    P.   <;.

The  cool  sn;«p— It  could  hardly  he  cor- 
rectly described  aw  s  cold  snap— -which 
whs  expcrienee-d  in  V|ctori;i  for  a  few 
days  lost  «r-.k,  had  s  vicious  little  flick 
lo  lis  tall,  and  the  'Mty  was  clothed  In 
while  for  a  short  time  yesterday  even- 
ins:  as  a  consequence  of  Its  reluctance 
to  yield  gracefully  to  the  return  of  the 
milder  temperature  to  which  Victorians 
arc  accustomed.  However,  Its  worst  Is 
not  likely  to  amount  to  very  much.  In 
the  opinion  of  Mr  Napier  l»enlson, 
superintendent  of  the  meteorological 
observatory,  who  does  not  look  for 
much  cold  weather  In  the  near  future, 
althoiiRh  It  was  fairly  cold  last  rrlght 
on  the  Northern  coast,  and  the  mercury 
was  down  to  31  at  Prince  Rupert,  with

Details  of  the  scheme  thnt  will  be 
considered  tomorrow  night  by  the 
City  Council  asking  the  Provincial 
Government  to  empower  the  In- 
creased Production  Committee  to  con- 
script for  cultivation  all  Idle  vacant 
lots  in  Victoria  were  announced  yes- 
terday hy   Mayor  Todd. 

In  filing  the  necessary  resolution 
covering  the  subject,  the  mayor  says 
thai  during  1917  one  of  the  diffi- 
culties of  the  Increased  Production 
Committee  was  the  Impossibility  of 
tbtnining  the  use  for  cultivation  pur- 
puses  of  many  desirable  lots,  owing 
to  the  difficulty  in  locating  the  own- 
ers or  the  unwillingness  of  the  own- 
ers themselves  to  permit  use  being 
made  of  the  vacant  areas  controlled 
by  them. 

"This  was  in  decided  contrast,"  he 
says,  "to  many  other  owners  who 
volutarlly  came  forward  and  either 
cultivated  their  hinds  themselves  or 
placed  them,  absolutely  without  con- 
dition, with  the  Inereased  Production 
Committee,  in  order  that  they  might 
be  cultivated  by  other  individuals. 
The  action  of  these  public-spirited 
landowners  was  most  gratifying  to 
the  committee  of  1917  and  there  is 
every'  indication  that  at  least  an 
equal  voluntary  response  will  be  made 
this  year. 

Must  be  Compulsory. 
"Under  all  the  circumstances  and 
In  view  of  the  urgent  need  of  in- 
creased food  production  during  1918, 
however,  I  am  recommending  to  the 
City  Council  that  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment be  approached  with  a  view 
to  obtain  legislation  whereby  it  will 
be  possible  for  a  properly  appointed 
committee  of  the  City  Council  to  take 
possession  of  any  vacant  unfenced 
lands  that  In  the  past  two  years  have 
been  uncultivated  for  cultivation  pur- 
poses during   1918." 

The  text  of  the  resolution  follows: 
"Whereas,   one   of  the  greatest  war 
needs    of    the    British    Empire    Is      In- 
creased   food    production. 

"And  whereas,  there  are  many  lots 
and  areas  of  land  within  the  City  of 
Victoria  which  are  unfenced,  upon 
which  there  are  no  buildings,  and 
which  have  been  uncultivated  and  un- 
productive of  food  products  during 
the  past  two  years,  and  which  are 
absolutely  vacant  and  unused. 

"Be  It  resolved:  That  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  Province  of  British  Col- 
umbia be  requested  to  Immediately 
pass  legislation  enabling  a  commit- 
tee appointed  by  resolution  of  the 
City  Council,  consisting  of  three 
members  of  the  City  Council,  to  take 
possession  of  any  such  lands  for  cul- 
tivation purposes  for  a  period  ex- 
tending from  the  26th  of  February, 
1918.  to  the  15th  of  November.  1918, 
or  for  any  portion  of  such  period,  on 
the   following   conditions: 

"(a)  Such  committee  to  ascertain 
In  any  way  which  in  their  opinion  is 
proper      as      to      whether   such    lands

were  uncultivated  throughout  lslf 
and  It  17.  and  whether  now  unfenced.

Such 
decision  to  be  flnal  (except  as  in 
next  clause  hereinafter  set  out)  and 
not  capable  of  attack  in  any  court  of 
law.  The  city  and  also  the  members 
of  the  committee  to  be  exempt  from 
any  liability  of  any  description  for 
errors  of  judgment  or  otherwise  on 
the   part  of  the   committee. 

"(b)  Possession  of  land  to  be  taken 
by  posting  a  notice  to  that  effect 
and  by  mailing  similar  notices  to  the 
addresses  of  those  persons  whose 
names  appear  In  connection  there- 
with on  the  assessor's  roll  of  the  year 
1918.  Actual  possession  to  be  taken 
on  the  expiration  of  five  days  there- 
after, unless  within  the  said  five  days 
a  majority  of  the  said  committee  of 
three  reverse  their  previous  decision 
and  conclude  to  oppose  taking  pos- 
session of  such  particular  piece  of 
land. 

"(c)  No  compensation  whatever  to 
be  paid  for  such  taking  possession 
and  occupation. 

"(d)  The  committee  to  he  empow- 
ered to  turn  the  said  property  over 
to  any  Individual  desirous  of  assist- 
ing In  increased  food  production  for 
all  or  any  portion  of  the  period  ex- 
tending from  the  26th  February. 
1918.  to  15th  November,  1918. 

"(e)  During  such  period  of  occu- 
pation no  person  to  have  the  right 
of  ejecting  the  cultivator  from  such 
lands,  excepting  that  the  City  Coun- 
cil, on  a  majority  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers present  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Council,  may  eject  the  cultivator,,  In 
the  absolute  discretion  of  the  Coun- 
cil. 

"(f)  If  in  the  opinion  of  the  Coun- 
cil the  cultivator  should  be  compen- 
sated for  such  ejection,  then  the 
Council's  resolution  of  ejection  to 
contain  a  clause  to  the  effect  that 
surh  ejection  shall  not  take  place 
until  a  certain  named  sum  of  money 
Is  paid  the  cultivator  hs  compensa- 
tion. If  the  resolution  does  not 
state  that  the  said  compensation 
shall  be  paid  by  the  City,  then  upon 
payment  of  the  amount  of  the  said 
compensation  to  the  City  by  any  in- 
dividual the  City  shall  forthwith  turn 
the  said  compensation  over  to  the 
cultivator  or  deposit  It,  in  the  event 
of  the  absence  of  the  cultivator,  in 
any  bank  to  the  credit  of  the  culti- 
vator, and  the  ejection  shall  there- 
upon  be  complete."

SAANICH  MAKES  GRANT 
TO  PATRIOTIC  AID 


Council  Feel  That  $5,000  Is 
Suitable  Token  of  Appreci- 
ation of  Work  Done  by  Pa- 
triotic Aid  Society, 


The  Victoria  Patriotic  Ai.i  Society 
will  receive  a  grant  of  $5,000  from 
Saanlch,  this  amount  being  voted  by 
the  Council  when  in  Works  Committee 
after  the  regular  meeting  had  closed 
yesterday.  It  was  felt  that  the  work 
which  the  society  had  done  was  of 
so  much  importance  that  only  a  really 
substantial  grant'  would  convey  the 
appreciation  which  Saanlch  feels  for 
the  manner  in  which  the  Patriotic 
Society's  operations  have  been  con- 
ducted. 

Another  grant  which  passed  with 
little  discussion  was  that  of  $350  for 
the  Victoria  Public  Library,  the  only 
comment  made  being  to  the  effect 
that  residents  of  Saapich  had  greatly 
appreciated  the  use  of  the  facilities 
which  the  Library  had  made  available. 

The  North  and  South  Saanlch  Agri- 
cultural Society  will  receive  a  grant 
or  $150  this  year  Instead  of  the  $100 
which  has  been  formerly  voted,  this 
being  on  account  of  the  fiftieth  anni- 
versary of  the  society  taking  place  this 
year.

INVESTIGATE  REPORT 


The  Ux  sale  Issue  will  likely  be 
settled  once  and  for  all  tomorrow 
night.

J.  J.  Shallcross.  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee, declined  to  discuss  totalis  of 
tlie  new  recommendation,  but  It  is 
understood  that  they  will  consist  o:' 
the  general  basis  of  the  joint  com- 
mitter's report,  In  addition  to  the  es- 
sential points  In  Aid.  Sargent's  plan 
for  extension  of  time  on  local  im- 
provement payments,  the  two  being 
interlocked  In  a  compromissary  scheme 
that  makes  both  the  suggested  reme- 
dies of  Victoria's  delinquent  tax  diffi- 
culty   workable. 

Contentious  Part  BemoYed. 
With  the  incorporation  of  the  plan 
to  modify  the  taxpayers'  burden  by 
extending  the  time  in  which  local  im- 
provement assessments  can  he  made, 
It  is  believed  that  the  wall  which 
separated  the  two  sections  of  the 
Council  on  the  Issue  la.st  week  and  the 
week  previous  will  be  removed,  and 
that  all  the  aldermen  will  agree  to 
this  year's  tax  sale,  Including  proper- 
ties delinquent  in  both  1913  and  1914. 
When  th.-  last  tax  sale  vote  wus 
taken  the  sides  were  as  follows:

The  Mayor  and  Aid.  Andros.  leaders 
of  the  two-year  sale  section,  have  ar- 
gued on  the  ground  that  the  city's 
credit  is  the  principal  matter  involved, 
and  that,  furthermore,  the  city's 
bankers  will  insist  on  1914  being  in- 
cluded if  financial  assistance  to  Re- 
deem the  city's  treasury  certificates  Is 
to    be   given. 

From  the  opposite  side  it  has  been 
contended  that  a  tax  Bale  for  1914 
would  be  ruinous  and  would  do  the 
city  more  harm  than  good  unless  a 
readjustment  in  the  stipulations  for 
future  payments  be  made  that  will 
make  It  more  Inviting  to  the  taxpayer 
to  retain  his  property.

cial authorities.  The  report  besides

Scotch  On  1  Cokes 
Two  cups  medium  oatmeal,  two 
tablespoonsful  fat,  one-half  cup 
water,  one-half  to  one  teaspoon  salt 
and  flour  sufficient  to  roll.  Dlrec- 
tious:  To  bowl  of  oatmeal  add  melted 
fat  and  hot  water  and  stir  together 
turn  out  on  floured  board,  roll  out 
and  cut  with  tea  plate  marking  each 
in  four;  place  on  slightly  greased 
thick  tin  and  bake  in  moderate  oven 
over  about  half  an  hour,  until  col- 
ored. 

Comment  Muffins 
Three-quarters  cup  cornmeal,  one 
and  one-quarter  cup  flour,  one-half 
teaspoonful  salt,  four  teaapoonafuL 
baking  powder,  two  tablespoonsful 
sugar,  one  cup  milk,  and  two  table- 
spoonsful shortening.  Directions — 
Urease  pans  and  prepare  hot  oven. 
Mix  and  sift  dry  Ingredients,  stirring 
In  milk  and  melted  shortening,  then 
beat  until  smooth.  Boke  in  greased 
muffin  tins,  three-quarters  full,  In 
hot  oven  for  from  25-30  minutes. 
Potato  Biscuits 
One  cup  potatoes,  one  cup  flour, 
four  teasponnsful  baking  powder, 
one-half  teaspoonful  salt,  two  table- 
spoonsful fat  and  about  one-third  cup 
milk.  TTse  freshly  cooked  potato 
forced  through  strainer.  Sift  dry  in- 
gredients, add  potato  and  mix  with 
knife.  Work  fat  In  lightly  and  add 
milk  gradually  to  make  a  soft 
dough.  Toss  upon  floured  board  and 
roll  to  half-Inch  thickness,  placing 
on  greased  tin.  Cook  from  12  to  14 
minutes  In  hot  oven.

C.  Junk  and  Hardware  Company, 
Limited,  1410  Broad  street,  commit- 
ted suicide  some  time  between  10  and 
11  o'clock  last  night  by  shooting 
himself  through  the  head.  When  the 
police  broke  Into  the  place  at  11  p. 
m.  Burnes'  body  was  lying  face 
downward  on  the  floor  of  the  small 
otflce  at  the  front  of  the  store,  the 
revolver,  of  38  calibre,  lying  along- 
side Near  by  was  a  note  written 
upon  the  Arm's  letter  head  as  fol- 
lows: "I  cannot  Btand  the  suffering 
any  longer.     J.  M.  Burnes." 

The  police  first  were  notified  of  the 
likelihood  of  Mr.  Burnes  having  done 
some  injury  to  himself  by  Mrs.  Alb- 
house.  460  Kingston  street.  with 
whom  Burnes  has  been  living  for 
some  time.  Her  boy  Phineas.  is  enw 
ployed  by  the  B.  C.  Junk  A-  Hard- 
ware Company,  and  when  he  left  the 
store  at  10  o'clock  last  night  he  was 
called  Into  the  office  by  Mr.  Burnes. 
who  gave  him  his  watch,  a  tie  pin 
and  other  articles,  and  also  Burnes' 
will.  When  the  lad  got  to  his  home 
on  Kingston  street  he  told  his  mother 
•f  the  presentation  made  to  him  by 
Burnes.  and  Mrs.  Albhouse.  know- 
ing that  of  late  months  Burnes  has 
been  In  bad  health  and  under  medi- 
cal treatment,  feared  he  contem- 
plated doing  away  with  himself.  She 
went  to  police  headquarters  and  ask- 
ed that  officers  visit  the  Hardware 
company's  premises  to  ascertain  If 
Burnes  was  all  right.  Inspector 
Heatley.  Sergeant  Duncan  and  Con- 
stable Littiefleld  went  to  the  Broad 
street  store,  the  front  entrance  to 
which  was  locked.  They  secured  en- 
trance and  In  a  brief  time  discovered 
Burnes'  body.  Evidently  he  had 
placed  the  mussle  of  the  revolver  In 
his  mouth  and  flred,  the  top  of  his 
skull  being  blown  away.  The  revol- 
ver held  two  empty  shells  and  a 
filled  one.  hot.  so  far  as  the  police 
could  see,  bat  one  shot  had  been 
fired. 

The  late  Mr.  Bumes  had  bean  a 
resident  of  Victoria  for  the  past 
twenty-five  years  at  least.  Until 
about  five  years  ago  he  wa*  proprie- 
tor of  a  Jank  store  and  second  bard- 
ware  eetaWlehmetit  on  Johnson 
street.  Then  he  moved  to  1410  Broad 
street,  adjoining  the  Salvation  Army 
headquarters.  He  was  unmarried 
and  about  73  years  of  age.  He  had 
teen  In  bad  health  tor  a  consider- 
able time,  and  of  late  had  on  several

Seals  Wright,  one  of  lawn  tennis' 
most  famous  players  of  a  few  years 
ago.  has  decided  to  take  up  the 
racket  again  and  compete  for  the  big 
net  title*  this  coming  season.  Wright 
has  been  living  In  Eastern  Washing- 
ton for  several  years  past  and  has 
done  no  playing  for  some  seasons. 
But  now  he  has  moved  to  New  York, 
and  plans  to  enter  the  game  again. 

The  tall,  athletic  fellow  who  won 
the  great  all-comers'  singles ■  cham- 
pionship title  on  the  turf  at  Newport 
in  190B  says  that,  after  several  years 
away  from  the  courts,  he  Is  eager  for 
the  outdoor  season  to  begin.

Battlson  died  In  the  Nanaimo  General 
Hospital  last  evening  from  Injuries 
received  earlier  In  the  day  when  a 
logging  train  operated  by  the  British 
American  Mills  and  Timber  Company 
of  Westholme,  of  which  he  was  en- 
gineer. Jumped  the  track  and  he  was 
pinned  beneath  the  locomotive.

The  late  Frank  Battlson  was  a  son- 
in-law  of  Mr.  Webster  Cochran,  of 
Cedar  District,  and  was  well  known 
In  this  city  and  district,  and  for  aome 
time  was  employed  by  the  New  Lady- 
smith  Lumber  Company.

,  spec-ten  of  animal   usually  found  in  u 
1  I  neutral    country.      The    word    'Intern- 
.vj  ed*  comes  from  the  Latin  'Ino,'  mean- 
Ins;   'fed.'    and    'tcrnus,'    meaning;   'up.' 
They    are     used     In    the    Winter    for 
moving   large  quantities  df  snow  from 
one  place  to  another,  and  In  the  Sum- 
mer   for    doing    the    same    thing   with 
rucks    and    gravel. 

"They  are  amusing  creatures  to 
watch.  They  live  In  large  communi- 
ties like  the  bees.  These  communi- 
ties or  establishments,  as  they  are 
scientifically  called,  are  presided  over 
by  what  is  known  as  a  Chief  of  Es- 
tablishment, something  similar  to  the 
'Queen  Bee.'  Unlike  the  latter,  the^ 
Chief  of  Establishment  does  not  lay 
the  eggs  which  produce  the  other 
prisoners  of  war.  These  are  hatched 
out  in  the  mud  of  France  and  else- 
where, usually  In  a  hollow  in  tho 
around,  called  a  shell-hole. 
1'ln)   in  the  Rain 

"The  chief  vices  of  the  interned 
prisoner  of  war  are  playing  football. 
cricket,  hockey,  etc.  They  are  so 
depraved  that  at  times  they  will  In- 
dulge in  these  vices  In  the  pouring 
rain.  The  only  way  they  can  be 
tempted  to  desist  la  by  the  offer  of  a 
meal.  They  spend  their  spare  time 
In  having  operations  and  attempting 
to  get  leave. 

"There  are  different  species  of  in- 
terned prisoners  of  war.  There  are 
the  Scotch,  English.  Irish,  Austra- 
lian and  Canadian.  The  latter  have 
not  red  skins,  as  some  people  sup- 
pose. 

"There  Is  also  another  species  call- 
ed officers,  who  spend  most  of  their 
time  seeing  that  the  others  are  wear- 
ing their  own  boots,  and  don't  take  a 
bath   before   It  Is   necessary.     , 

"The  Interned  prisoners  of  war  are 
sometimes  soldiers.  They  arrange 
themselves  in  long  rows  to  present  a 
formidable  appearance  on  certain 
feast  days.  They  are  very  religious, 
and  believe  that  some  day  they  will 
go  to  a  country  where  they  have 
homes,    friends    and    relations." 

We  soon  learned  that  the  rumor 
that  a  certain  number  of  English- 
men were  to  be  repatriated  had  been 
confirmed.  At  a  conference  held  at 
The  Hague,  an  agreement  has  been 
come  to  between  the  British  and 
Herman'  Governments  for  the  ex- 
change of  Interned  prisoners  In  Swit- 
zerland on  practically  the  same  terms 
as  had  been  arranged  for  the  ex- 
change of  French  and  German  pris- 
oners. We  were  told  that  at  the  con- 
ference the  Dutch  were  always  seated 
/at  the  table  first,  then  from  a  door 
on  one  side  came  in  the  Germans, 
and  from  a  door  on  the  other  side, 
the  English.  No  Intercourse,  save  on 
business,  took  place.  At  the  closing 
meeting  the  chief  of  the  Germans  got 
up  and  said  they  could  not  go  wlth- 
.  out   thanking    England     warmly    for 


were  also  affected. 

The  two  Governments  agreed  not 
to  allow  men  thus  exchanged  to  fight 
or  work  on  the  lines  of  communica- 
tion. 

\        Intense  Excitement 

The  doctors,  in  charge  at  Murren, 
carried  out  a  thorough  examination 
of  every  man,  and  selected  a  certain 
number  as  eligible  to  appear  before 
the  final  commission,  which  was  com- 
posed of  three  Swiss  doctors. 

The  excitement  was  Intense  when, 
on  August  18,  the  commission  com- 
menced   work    at    Murren.      The    om- 


.  "On  the  8th  day  of  the  9th  month 
of  the  Srd  year  of  the  wax  against 
William,  Emperor  of  Germany,  that 
reigned  In  Potsdam,  departed  the 
children  of  Neish,  even  182  men. 
with  their  women  and  their  children 
and  their  dogs,  a  very  great  multi- 
tude. 

"Moreover,  there  was  much  joy 
amongst  those  that  departed,  and 
they  made  merry,  saying.  Behold, 
Murren  shall  be  covered  with  snow, 
and  the  land  shall  be  white  with  the 
riakeg  thereof,  but  what  is  that  to  us? 
Look    ye  to   it! 

"And  the  people  answered  them, 
and  said.  Go  to.  Get  you  down  quick- 
ly, lest  the  commission  harden  their 
hearts,  and  it  repenteth  them  that 
they  let  you  go. 

"And  the  people  departed  by  com- 
panies, every  man  according  to  his 
hotel,  to  every  hotel  an  officer  or  two, 
according  to  the  commandment  of 
Neish,  chief  of  the  mighty  men  of 
valor. 

"And  It  came  to  pass,  while  the 
train  was  yet  in  the  Btation,  that  a 
certain  fellow  of  the  tribes  of  Can- 
ada, with  a  loud  voice  about  the 
space  or  ten  mfhutes,  cried  out,  and 
said.    Well,    well,    well.    well. 

"And  the  people  of  that  country 
were  astonished,  saying:      Surely  this

cers  were  examined  first.  One  by 
one  they  went  into  an  upstairs  room 
in.  the  Palace  Hotel,  while  their  wives 
and  sisters  sat  breathlessly  on  the 
stairs  awaiting  their  exit  and  the 
fateful  news.  There  were  not  many 
disappointments.  It  was  hard  for  of- 
ficers to  get  out  of  Germany,  and 
they  were  all  In  a  more  or  less  seri- 
ous condition.  Five  only,  out  of  twen- 
ty, were  compelled  to  resign  them- 
selves to  remain  in  Switzerland.  The 
rest  of  us  dashed  to  the  post  office 
and   cabled    home   the   glad   tidings.* 

We  heard  that  only  four  hundred 
Germans  had  been  passed  for  repa- 
triation   on   account   of   the    fact    that 


man   hath   a  devil. 

"Now  the  rest  of  the  acts  of  the 
children  off  Neish,  and  all  that  they 
did.  shall  they  not  be  written  in  the 
chronicles  V>f  *B.    I.   M.?'" 

Our  departure  from  Switzerland 
was  a  repetition  of  our  glorious  arri- 
val. We  were  sent  home  In  two  par- 
ties, one  three  days  before  the 
other,  and  those  from  Murren  wero 
fortunate  In  being  Included  In  the 
first  party.  As  we  passed  through 
Switzerland  we  collected,  from  dif- 
ferent towns,  several  small  groups, 
which  brought  our  numbers  'up  to 
about  four  hundred. 

At    Interlaken    a    great    crowd    was 


they  knew  when   they   were   well   off ^ -atjjie  station  to  see  us  pass  through. 


and  refused  to  present  themselves  to 
the  commission.  Altogether,  860  of 
the  British  interned  prisoners  had 
been  accepted. 

Before  leaving  for  home  the  Ger- 
man officers  had  a  banquet — probab- 
ly their  last  for  some  time  to  come 
— at  which  they  drank  a  large  quan- 
tity of  the  best  wine  obtainable.  We  I  »s 
were  told  on  good  authority  that  In-  I  Jo 
stead  of  being  jovial  this  affair  was 
one  of  the  gloomiest  ever  held  in 
Berne. 

On  the  Way   Homo 

At  .4  o'clock  In  the  afternoon  of 
September  8,  the  first  load  of  happy 
and  excited  men  descended  the  funl- 
culalre,  and  thus  completed  the  first 
stage  of  their  voyage   home. 

The   first    number   of   the    B.    I.    M. 
which   appeared   after   our    departure- 
contained  the  following:

S rested,  and  admitted  that  no  other 
ountry  had  done  the  like.  Our  peo- 
ple bowed  back  acknowledgment  and 
thanks,  but  could  not  return  the 
compliment. 

The  Agreement 
>•  This  agreement  applied  to  the  fol- 
lowing classes  of  interned  men,  the 
general  principle  followed  being  that 
'the  sick  and  wounded  whose  re-es- 
tabllshment  to  health  was  not  likely 
to  take  place  within  one  year,  and 
whose  validity  had  diminished  by 
about  50  per  cent,  would  be  repatri- 
ated: 

(1)  All  those  who  had  lost  one 
limb,  at  least  a  hand  or  a- foot. 

(2)  All  suffering  front  a  grave  In- 
firmity, which  was  not  likely  to  dis- 
appear within  one  year,  with  or  with- 
out operative  treatment,  for  instance,

alysis, diminishing  by  about  three- 
quarters  the  use  of  a  shoulder,  el- 
bow, wrist,  leg.  knee  or  foot.

year  of  the  war  against  William 
Emperor  of  Germany,  there  came  In- 
to Murren  certain  physicians  who 
spake,  saying,  let  everyone  of  you 
that  Is  diseased,  or  hath  lost  of  his 
value  as  a  man  of  war,  more  than 
the  half,  return  ye,  all.  every  man 
unto  his  own  home. 

"And  all  the  people  shouted,  and 
said.  Great  Is  the  Commission  of  Doc- 
tors! 

"For  every  man  said  in  his  heart. 
Surely  I  shall  be  amongst  the  chosen. 
'  "Now  when  the  physicians  had 
gone  from  them  but  a  few  hours, 
then  began  those  who  were  amongst 
the  chosen  to  murmur,  saying.  Why 
go  we  not  hence  forthwith,  where- 
fore have  we  been  beguiled  with 
promises  ? 

"But  those  set  in  authority  over 
them  went  amongst  the  people 
speaking  good  words  unto  them,  say- 
ing, Wherefore  murmur  ye?  Surely 
In  a  little  while  will  they  let  you  go. 
Albeit  they  knew  nothing. 

"Now  after  ten  days  came  mes- 
sages, saying.  Surely  on  the  day  be- 
fore the  Sabbath  shall  ye  go  out. 

"And  all  the  people  shouted,  and 
said.  'Great  Is  the  Commission  of 
Doctors!' 

"Then  Neish,  chief  of  the  mighty 
men  of  valour,  calling  together  hie 
captains  and  his  lieutenants,  com- 
manded them,  saying.  Thus  and  thue 
shall  ye  do.  Te  shall  not  shout,  nor 
make  any  noise  with  your  voice, 
neither  shall  any  word  proceed  out 
of  your  mouth,  so  long  as  the  trains 
remain  standing  still  In  the  station. 
For  lo!  Is  It  not  written  In  the  book 
of  King's  Regulations? 
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and  as  I  was  Btandlng  on  the  plat- 
form I  was  accosted  by  a  little  Bel- 
gian soldier  who  knew  my  name.  I 
racked  my  brains  and  suddenly  re- 
membered that  he  had  been  a  pris- 
oned In  Lazarett  VI.,  where  he  had 
acted  as  orderly  to  the  Feldwebel.  I 
shook  him  warmly  by  the  hand  and 
asked  him  how  things  were  in  Co- 
gne.  In  broken  English,  which  he 
had  learned  while  In  Germany,  he 
said:  "I  leave  Lazarett  VI,  tree 
weeks  ago.  She's  awful,  nothing  to 
eat — macaroni  every  day.  She's  bet- 
ter here  in  Suisse,  n'est-ce  pas?  You 
glad -to  go  home?  Au  revoir,  bon 
voyage." 

A  Groat  Send-Off 
At  Berne  we  spent  an  hour  in  the 
station,  where  we  were  fed.  The 
train  also  stopped  for  a  short  time  in 
Lausanne,  where  the  station  was  lit- 
erally packed  with  people.  As  wo 
pulled  out.  the  cheering  from  the 
platforms  and  the  train  mingled  Into 
a  roar  that  made  the  roof  vibrate. 
We  did  not  leave  Geneva  till  3:10 
a.m.,  but  In  spite  of  the  late  hour 
many  of  our  friends  were  at  the  sta- 
tion to  say  good-bye.  and  the  girls 
of  the  Swiss  Red  Cross  passed  up 
and  down  showering  us  with  dain- 
ties  of   every   sort. 

After  leaving  Geneva  we  peered 
out  Into  the  blackness  of  the  night 
to  try  and  see  the  place  where  we 
crossed  the  border.  Brewster  was  In 
our  compartment.  He  had  traveled 
over  tho  same  line  before  the  war 
and  It  was  he  who  made  the  an- 
nouncement: "Gentlemen,  we  are  In 
France!"  ^ 

We   were    prisoners   no   longer. 
The  news  soon   traveled   the   length 
of  the   train   and   the   men   gave   vent 
to  their  feelings  by  prolonged   cheer- 
ing. 

On  French  Territory 

The  first  stop  we  made  In  France 
wag  at  Bellegarde.  It  was  4:30  a.m., 
but  the  station/  was  crowded  with 
people.  As  the  train  came  to  a  stop, 
a  military  gWrd  presented  arms, 
while  a  bandpjayed  "God  Save  the 
King'  and  the  \'Marselllalse."  We 
stood  smartly  to  attention  till  the  last 
note  sounded,  and  [then  leapt  on  to 
the  platform.  We/ actually  stood  on 
French  territory! 

Tables  had  been  erected  all  along 
the    platform,    and     from     these    the 


champagne  and  biscuits.  TWi  wan 
hospitality  Indeed.  We  were  the  first 
train-load  of  repatriated  British 
prisoners  that  had  ever  left  Bwltser- 
land. and  the  people  felt  they  could 
\not  do  enough  for  us. 

Our  reception  at  Lyons  was  stu- 
pendous. We  filed  past  a  cav- 
alry guard  and  through  a  tremen- 
dous crowd  that  clapped  their  hands 
enthusiastically  as  we  passed.  We 
were  conducted  to  a  large  hall  In  the 
station,  where  a  speech  of  welcome 
In  English  was  read  by  a  French 
general  and  responded  to  In  French 
by  a   British   staff   officer. 

Motor  cars  were  at  the  door  and 
whirled  us  through  the  streets — 
where  we  were  pelted  with  flowers 
by  the  people — till  we  came  to  a  tem- 
porary barracks.  Here  the  officers 
were  tendered  a  formal  luncheon  and 
the  men,  too,  received  an  excellent 
meal. 

In  the  afternoon  we  took  the  men 
for  a  walk  through  the  town,  and  at 
8  o'clock  boarded  an  English  hospi- 
tal train.  There  was  a  bed  for  every 
man.  None  of  us  had  enjoyed  this 
luxury  when  we  were  wounded  and 
taken  prisoner,  and,  although  the 
train  was  not  due  to  leave  till  10 
o'clock,  we  went  straight  to  bed.  We 
were  going  to  make  up  for  lost  time. 
The  next  day  we  stopped  for  a 
few  minutes  close  to  the  place  where 
some  German  prisoners  were  work- 
ing under  guard. 

Many  of  the  men  on  our  train  had 
been  taken  prisoner  at  the  beginning 
of  the  war  and  had  received  very 
brutal  treatment.  The  hints  and  sug- 
gestions which  they  shouted  to  the 
sentries  would  have  made  the  Huns 
tremble  In  their  shoes  had  they  but 
understood. 

We  passed  a  battalion  of  American 
troops  marching  on  the  road  close 
to  the  train.  It  was  the  first  time 
we  had  seen  soldiers  of  our  new  Ally, 
and  we  gave  them  a  nearly  cheer,  to 
which  they  responded  enthusiastical- 
ly. 

The  crossing  of  the  Channel  was 
made  that  night  on  a  luxurious  hos- 
pital ship  and  at  dawn  the  decks 
were  crowded  with  men  waiting  to 
catch    the    first   glimpse    of    Blighty. 

Two  special  hospital  trains  rushed 
us  to  London  and  we  were  immedi- 
ately placed  in  hospital  to  await  a 
medical  board. 

I  was  fortunate  in  arriving  on  the 
first  train,  in  having  my  board  the 
same  afternoon,  and  being  discharged 
from  hospital  with  a  recommenda- 
tion   for   two    months'   leave. 

By  a  great  piece  of  good  fortune 
I  only  spent  four  days  in  England 
and  was  out  on  the  first  boat  leaving 
for    Canada. 

I  will  never  forget  the  day  we 
sighted  land,  and  the  day,  that  seem- 
ed like  months,  when  we  crawled  up 
the  St.  Lawrence,  in  sight  of  the 
shore,  but  too  far  away  to  make  a 
break  and  swim  for  It. 
Home  Again 
When  we  arrived  at  Quebec  I 
rushed  off  the  boat  and  took  the  first 
train  for  Montreal.  It  didn't  seem 
possible  that  I  was  actually  a  free 
man  on  Canadian  soil  once  more, 
whereas,  less  than  three  weeks  be- 
fore. I  had  been  a  prisoner  of  war 
interned    In   Switzerland. 

At     Montreal     I     was    met    by     nr 
family.       Nothing     could     have     hee 
more      perfect      than      that      reunio- 
which    I    had    pictured    almost    fror 
the    moment    I    had    been    taken    prls 
oner.       It     did     not     happen    just     th 
way   I   had   imagined  it  would.  Word- 
fail    me    to    describe    it.   but   suffice    II 
to  say   that   It   was   the   happiest   mo- 
ment  of   my   life.

Mr.  E.  H.  Blackmore,  the  retiring- 
president,  wtui  accorded  a  very 
hearty  vote  of  thanks  by  the  society 
for  his  excellent  work  as  president 
during  the  two  successive  terms  In 
which  he  has  occupied  the  position. 
He  was  appointed  to  act  as  librarian 
for  the  organization. 

Papers  Read 

The  meeting  was  conceded  to  have 
been  productive  of  a  greater  number 
of  Instructive  papers  than  usual  and 
the  activity  of  the  membership  was 
testified  to  In  the  amount  of  research 
work  which  was  reviewed  In  the 
day's  discussions.  In  this  connection 
it  was  interesting  to  learn  that  of 
the  less  than  fifty  members  over 
twenty  are  on  active  service. 

An  excellent  review  of  the  work  of 
the  active  members  of  the  society 
during  the  past  two  years  was  em- 
bodied in  the  presidential  address 
read  by  Mr.  E.  II.  Blackmore.  Much 
god  work,  of  great  benefit  both  to 
the  economio  and  systematic  sections 
of  the  body,  had  been  done  in  all  or- 


the  number  of  active  members  who 
wore  taking  up  the  study  of  the  more 
neglected  orders.  Many'  species  of 
insects  new  to  science  had  been  dis- 
covered In  the  province,  aad  of  IS 
species  described  during  the  past  two 
years  St  had  been  described  from 
material  collected  by  members  of  the 
society.      * 

Genus  Hydrlemena 

Later  in  the  day  Mr.  Blackmore 
read  a  paper  having  to  do  with  "A 
revision  of  the  B.  C.  species  of  the 
genus  Hydrlomena  based  on  the 
character  of  the  male  genitalia."  this 
being  of  great  systematic  Interest  as 
showing  how  the  shape  of  the  uncus 
was  a  certain  means  of  separation 
of  closely  allied  species.  The  paper 
was  Illustrated  with  figures  of  the 
uncus  of  each  of  the  B.  C.  species. 
It  was  mentioned  that  In  addition 
out  of  68  described  species  from  Bor- 
eal America  23  were  found  In  British 
Columbia,  of  the  twenty-three  no 
less  than  eighteen  occurring  on  Van- 
couver Island. 

Incidentally  It  was  brought  do  light 
In  the  course  of  the  session  that  Mr. 
Blackmore  has  discovered  two  new 
species  of  geometers,  which  were  de- 
scribed in  the  Canadian  Entomologist 
for  January,  1918.  The  names  given 
them  by  Mr.  L.  W.  Swett,  the  author, 
are  Xanthorhoe  Macdunnought  and 
Xanthorhoe  blackfnorei,  the  latter.  It 
will  be  noted,  being  a  direct  acknowl- 
edgment of  Mr.  Blackmore's  inter- 
est in  the  discovery. 

Hemlptera 

Mr.  W.  Downe's  paper,  "Notes  on 
the '  Classification  and  Bionomics  of 
the.  Hemlptera,"  dealt  principally 
with  differences  in  the  present  class- 
ification of  thi»  group  of  insects,  and 
a  review  was  given  of  the  principal 
characteristics  of  the  different  fam- 
ilies and  points  on*  their  life  his- 
tories. Attention  was  drawn  to  cer- 
tain anatomical  details  in  the  struc- 
ture of  the  insects,  illustrated  by 
drawings  of  the  various  parts. 
Honey   Boo 

The  object  of  Mr.  Williams  Hugh'i 
address  on  "Parthenogenesis  of  the 
Honey  Bee"  was  to  show  that  the  de- 
velopment of  drones  or  males  from 
unfertilised  eggs  is  a  fact  of  import- 
ance In  various  phases  of  aviary 
work.  The  parthenogenetic  develop- 
ment of  drones  must  be  considered 
in  planning  any  breeding  work  with 
bees,    he   pointed    out.      In   the   selec- 


tion of  breeding  material  It  did  not 
necessarily  follow  because  the  work 


cm  or  a  colony  had  thi  gwiity-tgs- 
qlred  that  the  drones  of  that  colony 
would  be  best  for  breeding  purposes 
since  the  hereditary  characteristics  of 
the  workers  came  from  two  parents 
while  those  of  the  drones  or  males 
came  from  only  one.  >, 

Control  Agencies 

"Natural  Control  Investigations  In 
British  Columbia"  was  the  subject  of 
a  paper  by  Mr.  J.  D.  Tothlll.  of  Fred- 
erlcton,  N.  B..  who  has  charge  of  the 
distribution  and  breeding  of  bene- 
ficial Insects  In  Canada.  In  Mr.  Tot- 
hill's  absence  his  paper  was  read  by 
Mr.  Treherne,  the  treatment  of  the 
subject  proving  very  Interesting.  Ref- 
erence wss  made  ip.  the  article  to 
the  control  agencies  of  the  tent  cater- 
pillar, the  fall  webworm,  and  the 
oyster-shell  scale.  In  connection  with 
the  last-named  insect  Mr.  Tothlll 
noted  that  a  predacious  mite,  very 
common  in  Eastern  Canada,  and 
which  destroyed  the  oyster-shell 
scale  there,  was  not  found  In  British 
Columbia,  but  has  now  been  intro- 
duced into  this  province. 
Insects  of  Tear 

Some  "Insect  Notes  of  the  Year" 
were  given  the  meeting  by  Mr.  Tre- 
herne. Field  officer  of  the  Entomo- 
logical Branch  of  the  Dominion  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  who  par- 
ticularly dealt  with  such  pests  af 
Pear  Thrlps,  the  codling  moth,  wire- 
worms,  the  woolly  aphis,  the  peach 
twig  borer,  and  onion  ana  apple 
maggots.  Mr.  Treherne  Is  among  the 
very  first  entomologists  to  undertake 
the  study  of  thrlps  in  this  part  of 
the  world,  and  has  discovered  a 
species  new  to  science,  a'  fact  which, 
coupled  with  his  other  excellent  re- 
search work,  earned  for  him  the 
hearty  congratulations  of  the  so- 
ciety. 

Measures  for  the  eradication  of  the 
codling  moth  were  progressing  favor- 
ably in  the  Okanagan  Valley,  the 
work  being  carried  on  by  co-opera- 
tion between  the  horticultural  branch 
of  the  Provincial  Department  of  Ag- 
riculture and  the  Dominion  Ento- 
mological Branch.  The  former  had 
had  complete  control  of  the  work  in 
the  orchards  among  ethe  growers, 
while  the  Dominion  officers  had  fol- 
lowed the  life  history  in  each  of  the 
sections  affected  and  had  memorial- 
ised the  field-  officers  on  the  develop- 
ment of  the  insect  so  that  the  control 
measures  had  been  carried  out  in 
proper  order  and  correctly  timed.   In

Wire  Worm 

In  connection  with  his  InvesUga-, 
tions  Into  the  wire-worm  pest,  which 
of  late  had  done  much  damage  to 
onion  and  potato  crops  on  the  Island 
end  In  the  Interior,  Mr.  Treherne  re- 
ported discovering  among  Japanese 
market-gardeners  a  method  of  catch- 
ing the  worms  by  dropping  balls  of 
rice-bran  mixed  with  molasses  be- 
tween the  rows  of  onions  at  inter- 
vals. Every  few  days  the  balls  were 
dug  up  and  destroyed  with  the  wire- 
worms  which  they  had  attracted. 
This  form  of  control  had  suggested 
another  supposedly  more  effective 
one  whioh  would  be  tested  in  the 
coming  year. 

The  woolly  aphis  appeared  to  be 
getting  a  strong  foothold  In  the  dry 
belts  of  the  province.  This  seemed 
remarkable,  as  the  elm -tree,  Its  alter- 
nate host  plant,  was  nearly  absent  In 
the   districts  affected. 

A  fifty-  per  cent  loss  in  the  peaoh 
crop  had  been  suffered  through  the 
peach  twig  borer,  which  also  attack- 
ed plums,  prunes  nectarines  and 
cherries.  In  the  coming  year  the  in- 
sect would  be  studied  more  closely 
and  growers  would  be  urged  to  un- 
dertake better  control  measures,  the 
use  of  ordinary  lime  sulphur  sprays 
and  lead  arsenate  In  the  Spring  hav- 
ing been  found  very  effective  In  this 
connection. 

The  hot  dry  season  was  noted  as 
being  especially  favorable  to  the  de- 
velopment of  the  onion  maggot  The 
record  taken  by  Mr.  Dowries  of  the 
apple  maggot  was  of  peculiar  inter- 
est to  fruitgrowers,  it  was  remarked, 
as  the  pest  was  known  in  Eastern 
Canada  to  be  one  of  the  worst  at- 
tacking apples.  It  was  interesting  to 
find  it  breeding  in  British  Columbia 
on  native  food  plants,  a  fact  which 
seemed  to  Indicate  that  if  some  fav- 
orable seasons  were  experienced  the 
insect  might  develop  sufficiently  to 
attack  the  apples. 

In    conclusion    Mr.    Treherne    noted 
that  next  year  a  start  wolld  be  made 
In   the  study  of  Insects  affecting  seed 
production  and  strawberries. 
Other    Papers 

Mr.  W.  B.  Anderson  was  not  pres- 
ent to  give  the  promised  paper  de- 
scribing his  trip  through  the  Fort 
George  district.  A  paper  not  on  the 
agenda  but  which  proved  of  interest 
to  the  meeting  was  Dr.  Cameron's 
describing  the  life  history  of  the  leaf 
eating  crane  fly.  cyllndrotome  splen- 
deus,  read,  in  the  absence  of  the 
writer,  by  Mr.  Downes.  Mr.  Black - 
more  read  papers  contributed  by  Mr. 
A.  W.  Phair  on  "Collecting  in  the 
Llllooet  District"  and  "A  Trip  up  Mt. 
McLean."  Other  papers  contributed 
to  the  morning  or  afternoon  sessions 
were  Mr.  G.  O.  Day's  "Life  History 
of  Perigrapha  Praeses";  Mr.  R.  S. 
Sherman's  "Notes  on  the  Mycetophill- 
dae  of  B.  C";  and  Mr.  Trehcrne's

A  delegation  of  officials  of  the  Vic- 
toria *  Island  Development  Association 
waited^  on  the  Saanich  Council  yester- 
day afternoon  to  explain  the  work 
which  the  association  Is  doing  to  pro- 
mote* the  settlement  of  Prairie  people 
In  Victoria  and  the  district  nearby  and 
the  manner  In  which  this  benefits 
Saanich. 

Commissioner  Armstrong.  In  Intro- 
ducing the  subject  said  that  as  the 
money  which  financed  the  work  of  the 
association  had  up  to  now  been  sup- 
plied by  the  city  of  Victoria,  it  was  only 
natural  that  most  of  the  efforts  of  the 
association  had  been  directed  towards 
advertising  the  city,  but  the  experience 
of  the  past  few  years  had  shown  that 
while  a  large  number  of  people  settled 
In  the  city,  a  yet  larger  number  of 
those  attracted  to  the  Island  had  set- 
tled In  Saanich,  and  It  was  felt  that  the 
work  which  the  association  had  been 
doing  should  be  recognized  by  a  finan- 
cial grant  by  the  municipality,  which 
would  carry  with  it  representation  on 
the  executive  committee  of  the  associ- 
ation. 

President  Beckwlth  pointed  out  that 
the  efforts  of  the  association  during

Aid.  Peden  pointed  out  that  there  Is 
only  ah  Imaginary  line  dividing  Saanich 
from  Victoria.  What  benefits  one  aids 
the  other,  and  all  are  really  one  com- 
munity. In  his  opinion  all  parts  of  the 
Island  should  co-operate  to  get  settlers 
to  come  here,  when  all  would  benefit  In 
the  long  run.

fessions In  question  are  already  rep-  ' 
resented  by  organizations  of  repute, 
the  following-  facts  concerning  the 
question  may  prove  of  Interest: 

Engineering — The  engineering*  pro- 
fession is  represented  by  the  Canad- 
ian Society  of  Civil  Engineers  incor- 
porated by  Dominion  Act  In  1887  and 
organised  by  eminent  Canadian  engi- 
neers of  International  reputation, 
some  of  whom  were  Mr.  T.  C.  Keefer,  ' 
llr  OasJmlr  8.  Gsowsky.  Sir  John  { 
Kennedy,  Sir  Colllngwood  Sohrelber, 
etc. 

This  society  has  steadily  advanced  j 
in    prestige,   being   recognised   as  our 
National    organisation   by   the     great  [ 
national    societies    of    Oreat    Britain 
and  the  United     States,   vis..   The  In- 
stitution of  Civil  Engineers  and  The  ; 
American  Society  of  Civil   Engineers. 

The  membership  onw  totals. over 
three  thousand,  practically  all  the 
qualified  engineer*  of  Canada,  and  Is 
represented  In  British  Columbia  b> 
\  three  councillors  and  one  vice-presi- 
dent, whff  are  residents,  and  by  the 
Vancouver'    and    Victoria    branches. 

Ample  facilities  arc  afforded   to  all   j 
those  desiring  to. become  members  in  j 
any   part  of  the  Dominion,   examlna-   ;

have .  Joined  the  Allied  forces  over- 
seas, and  that  the  society's  work  l/i

Act  in  April,  1914.  There  is  also  the 
Royal  Architectural  Institute  of  Can- 
ada* whose  membership  Includes  the 
whole    Dominion. 

From  the  foregoing  It  is  obvious 
(.hat  this  province  affords  ample  op- 
portunities for  all  those  who  desire 
to  enter  or  affiliate  with  any  of  the 
three  professions  mentioned  In  pro- 
posed charter,  providing  they  are 
prepared  to  qualify  themselves  for 
the  standard  required. 
i  '-"The  Benevolent  Societies  Act" 
provides  full  scope  for  new  organiza- 
tions of  a  technical  character  and 
offers  no  restrictions  as  to  holding 
examinations  or  granting  certificates 
in  fact  neither  of  these  powers  are 
conferred  or  mentioned  in  the  Do- 
minion Act  incorporating  the  Can- 
adian. Society  of  Civil  Engineers,  and 
the  vklue  of  the  certificates  Issued  by 
that  so'-lety  depends  solely  upon  the 
prestige  achieved  by  its  membership 
»  since    incorporation.

Sir,— I  trust  that  you  will  give  me 
space  to  reply  to  Mr.  Oulland's  letter 
on  the  Hbove  subject,  published  In 
Sunday's  Colonist.  He  states  that  he 
in  wishful  to  know  the  truth,  and  hopes 
some  true  believer  will  help  him  to  see 
the  lljrht.  Me  believes  that  the  con- 
scientious objector  has  no  solid  ground 
to    stand    upon. 

I  write,  that  he  and  others  may  be 
enlightened,  and  not  for  the  sake  of 
controversy.  It  was  written  or  the 
Jewish  nation:  "He  came  unto  Mln  own 
and   His  own   received   film  not." 

The  Christian  Church,  or  people,  are 
likewise  supposed  to  be  Mis  own,  as 
they  are  called  by  His  name.     The  Jew- 


ish Church  refused  to  accept"  Him  as 
the  Messiah  who  was  to  come.  The 
Gentile  Church  accepted  Him  and  ac- 
knowledged Him  as  King  of  Kings,  as 
the  Lord  of  Olory.  But  after  a  few 
centuries  His  teaching  was  rejected 
and  despised,  as  altogether  Impractic- 
able for  Church  or  State  in  times  of 
war;  even  in  the  piping  times  of  peace, 
a  true  und  devout  follower  ot»the  Mas- 
ter would  be  considered  fanatical. 
Therefore,  He  has  been  wounded  in  the 
house    of    11!m    friends. 

Whose  responsibility  has  been  great- 
est, Jews  or  Gentiles?  Whose  sin  the 
most  henlous?  Wounded  in  the  house 
of    His    friends! 

"Ye  are  my  friends  if  ye  do  the 
things  which  I  command.  I  no  longer 
call  you  servant  for  the  servant  know* 
eth  not  what  his  lord  doeth,  but  I  have 
called  you  friends,  for  all  things  I 
khave  heard  of  the  Father  I  have  made 
known    unto    you. 

"When  the  Spirit  of  Truth  is  come, 
which  I  will  send  you  from  the  Father, 
He  Will  bear  witness  of  me,  and  ye  shall 
bear    witness." 

When  the  Spirit  of  Truth  governs  our 
lives  we  must  bear  witness  to  the  rule 
of  Christ  or  we  are  none  of  His.  His 
Spirit  Is  love.  His  rule  Is  peace.  His 
method     of     persuasion     is     forgiveness. 

The  things  He  heard  of  the  Father 
and  made  known  to  His  disciples,  are 
revealed  to  us  In  His  Wot^.  The  %»r- 
mon  on  the  Mount  contains  the  law* of 
God  as  interpreted  by  Jesus  Christ,  and 
these  commands  are  Intended  as  a  rule 
of  life  for  His  true  followers.  It  re- 
veals the  Ldrd  to  the  door  of  the 
kingdom  of  God  on   earth.  , 

No  longer  an  eye  for  an  eye:  hut  love 
your  enemies,  overcome  evil  with  good, 
bless  them  that  curse  you,  do  good  to 
them  who  despitefully  use  you  and  per- 
secute you.  Love  one  another  and  do 
unto  others  as  you  would  have  others 
to    do    unto    you. 

These  commands  are  familiar  to 
every  one,  but  who  puts  them  Into 
practice    In    their    dally    life? 

Jesus  knew  that  to  live  as  His  true 
disciple,  would  mean  persecution  by  the 
world.  "In  tho  world  ye  shall  have 
tribulation,  but  be  of  good  cheer,  I 
have  overcoihe  the  world."  "Blessed 
are  ye  when  men  shall  revile  you  and 
reproach  you  and  say  all  manner  of 
evil  against  you  falsely  for  My  sake, 
for  so  persecuted  they  the  prophets 
which    were    before    you." 

Tn  closing  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount 
Jesus  said  unto  the  multitude:,  "He 
that  heareth  these  sayings  of  mine 
and  doeth  them,  shall  be  likened  unto 
a    wise    man    who    built    his    house    upon 
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the  rock,  and  the  rain  descended,  the 
floods  came,  the  wind  blew/  and  beat 
upon  the  house,  and  it  fell  not,  for  'it 
was  founded  upon  the  rock.  But  whoso 
heareth  these  sayings  of  mine  and 
doeth  them  not,  shall  be  likened  unto 
a  foolish  man  who  built  his  house  upon 
the  Band  and  the  rain  descended,  ■  the 
floods  came,  the  wind  blew  and  smote 
that  house,  and  it  fell  and  great  was 
the    fall    thereof." 

Are  the  Churches  of  this  age  built 
upon  the  rock  of  Christ's  commands? 
If  so,  they  cannot  fall;  but  If  they  are 
striving  to  serve  God  and  Mammom, 
they  shall  be  cast  out  and  burnt  up  as 
useless  withered  branches.  When  Jesus 
walked  among  men,  we  are  told  that 
many  of  the  chief  rulers  believed  in 
Him,  but  were  afraid  to  confess  Him, 
for  fear  of  the  Pharisees,  lest  they 
might   be  put  out  of  the  synagogues. 

No  doubt  a  similar  condlton  exists 
at  the  present  time.  To  confess  you»> 
crime  In  the  eyes  of  the  rulers  of  this 
world.  Few  of  those  in  high  places 
would  have  the  courage  of  their  convic- 
tions, for  it  would  mean  a  loss  of 
worldly  honor  and  positon.  No  public 
office  with  big  salary  attached  would 
be  open  to  them;  they  would  find  no 
room  In  the  council  of  the  nations;  they 
would  be  stigmatized  as  dangerous 
characters  who  ought  to  ostracized. 
Neither  would  they  be  likely  to  receive 
the  glad  hand  from  the  clergy,  or  the 
prominent    church    members. 

Mr.  Gullund  vindicates  the  use  of 
violence  by  saying  that  Jesus  told  His 
disciples  to  sell  their  cloak  and  buy  a 
sword.  I  will  try  to  make  this  appar- 
ently sanguinary  statement  plain  be- 
cause I  heard  a  minister  quote  the 
same  thing  at  a  public  meeting  recently. 

We  all  know  that  Peter  was  vew 
impulsive,  a  man  of  quick  temper  In- 
clined to  violence;  it  was  Peter  who 
carried  the  sword,  Jesus  knowing  his 
temperament  said  to  him:  "Simon, 
Simon,  behofd,  Satan  asked  to  have 
you,  that  he  might  sift  you  as  wheat; 
but  I  have  made  supplication  for  you, 
that   your  faith  fall   not." 

Then  Jesus  puts  the  question  to  them 
— "When  I  sent  you  without  purse,  or 
script  or  shoes,  lacked  ye  anything?" 
and  they  replied  •Nothing."  Then  in 
apparent  contradiction  of  His,  own 
words  He  told  them  to  sell  their  cloak 
and  buy  a  sword.  Jesus  was  evidently 
aware  that  Peter  had  hidden  away 
some  swords  for  fear  of  the  attack 
which  he  knew  was  coming.  At  once 
they  produced  two  swords,  and  Jesus 
said:  "it  is  enough."  Jesus  intended  to 
make  a  practical  demonstration  of  His 
teaching  for  their  sake,  therefore  He 
let  Peter  carry  alonsr  that  sword.  It 
was  not  Intended  as  a  protection 
against    their      enemies. 

When  Peter  cut  off  the  man's  ear. 
Jesus  immediately  healed  It  and  turn- 
ing to  I'eter  He  said:  "Put  up  thy 
sword  within  its  sheath,  they  that  live 
by  the  sword  shall  perish  by  the 
sword."  By  that  act  Jesus  forbids  His 
followers  to  use  violence.  Then  He 
reminds  them  that  He  could  summons 
twelve  legions  of  angels  If  necessary, 
but    the    Scripture    had    to    be    fulfilled. 

He  was  striving  to  teach  His  dis- 
ciples that  all  power  belonged  to  God; 
man's  puny  power  was  as  nothing,  1t 
was  only  an  Imaginary  power.  God 
could  protect  all  who  had  absolute  faith 
in  His  omnipotence.  Had  they  lacked 
for  anything  when  they  were  sent  with- 
out money?  Neither  did  they  need 
swords  for  protection  when  they  placed 
their  trust  in  the  Omnipotence  God. 
That  Is  the  object  lesson  which  Jesus 
strove  to  teach  humanity:  but  even  His 
oWn  disciples  were  afraid  to  trust  ab- 
solutely to  that  power,  for  they  all 
forsook  Him  and  fled  when  He  was 
seized  by  the  soldiers;  cowed  and 
frightened  before  military  authority: 
but  their  faith  and  their  courage  re- 
vived when  they  became  subject  "to 
the  higher  powers."  Then  they  went 
forth  boldly  In  the  name  of  their  Mas- 
ter and  accomplished  miracles  of  love 
and   blessing    for   humanity. 

When  Paul  said,  "the  higher  powers 
are  of  God.  and  all  must  be  subject  to 
them."  he  was  not  alluding  to  earthly 
rulers,  or  man's  authority,  but  to  the 
Ptvlne  power;  the  power  which  he  ex- 
perienced when  on  his  way  to  Damas- 
cus to  slaughter  the  disciples  of  Jesus. 
When  Paul  became  subject  to  the 
higher  powers,  he  no  longer  was  a  man 
of  violence,  but  a  man  of  might  in  the 
power  of  Divine  love:  and  when  the 
human  race  are  in  subjection  to  the 
higher  powers,  governments  will  no 
longer  be  founded  on  violence  or  force, 
but  on  love,  and  he  thnt  Is  greatest 
shall   be  as   the  servant  of  all. 

In  I  Cor.  2:«-9  we  find  the  spiritual 
interpretation  of  Paul's  teaching:  "We 
speak  wisdom,  however,  among  them 
that  are  fullgrown:  yet  not  the  wisdom 
•f  this  world,  nor  of  the  rulers  of  this 
world,  who  are  coming  to  naught;  hut 
we  speak  God's  wisdom  in  a  mystery, 
even  the  wisdom  that  hath  been  hidden, 
which  God  foreordained  before  the 
world's  unto  >>ur  glory;  which  none  of 
the  rulers  of  this  world  knew;  for  had 
they  knew  it.  they  would  not  have  cru- 
cified the  l-orri  of  Glory. 

The  prince  ot  this  world  has  blinded 
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men's  eyes  since  the  beginning  of  time. 
Spiritual  povrcr  was  man's  divine  In- 
heritance, but  like  Esau  of  old.  he  de- 
spised It  as  of  little  value:  and  when 
the  prince  of  the  world  promised  him 
power  and  authority,  and  the  glory  of 
dnmlnon  over  the  Uinsrdoms  Of  thffc 
earth,  he  fell  down  and  worshipped  at 
his  fe*t.  It  has  proved  a  sorry  in- 
heritance, nothing  but  dust  and  ashes; 
h«-  forfeited  the  Divine  birthright  for  a 
mess    of   red   potage. 

Out  of  all  this  suffering  shall  come 
repentance  and  redemption.  "Now  Is 
the  Judgment  of  this  world,  now  shall 
the  prince  of  this  world  be  cast  out. 
and  I.  If  I.  be  lifted  up.  shall  draw  all 
men  unto  mrsHf."  Even  eo.  come 
quickly     Lord     Jesus."

Friend  of  Mr,  Charles  Ken- 
worthy  Back  In  England 
With  Story  of  Three  and  a 
Half  Years'  Internment,

mate, Mr.  F.  N.  Dufty.  a  teacher  of 
English   In   the  employ  of  the  Pree- 

Sen  municipality,  Germany,  when 
ar  broke  out.  and  who  has  been  a 
civilian  prisoner-of-war  In  that  coun- 
try for  the  last  three  and  'a  *»a,f 
years.  He  haa  Just  been  liberated 
and  mi  nbw  back  at  his  old  home  In 
8outhport,   England. 

Having  seen  that  his  old  friend 
had  gained  hla  freedom.  Mr.  Ken- 
worthy  wrote  to  Mr.  Dufty,  and  the 
following  letter,  dated  January  26,  is 
the  reply  ho  received: 

"Dear  Charles: — Bravo!  I  waa  ao 
glad  after  all  these  years  to  have  a 
few  lines  from  you  and  to  hear  that 
you  and  the  boya  were  ull  doing  welL 
You  may  be  Justly  proud  of  the  boys, 
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having  four  of  them  fighting  for  the 
Old  Country,  and  father  too  doing  his 
bit  I  have  had  throe  and  a  half 
years' as  civilian  prlaonej^of-war  at 
Ruhleben  and  Ave  weeks'  prison  soli- 
tary In  Dresden  and  Berlin.  There 
were  about  600  or  more  of  us.  So  I 
am  also  proud  that  these  Huns,  as 
they  told  me,  thought  me  flt  for  the 
trenches  at  the  front  and  that  I  have 
held  ten  of  them  up  for  three  and 
a  half  years.  Now  I  am  trying  for  a 
post  In  the  censor's  ofttce,  if  I  am 
not  too  late.  We  in  Ruhleben  wore 
never  down-hearted,  not  even  in  the 
cold  and  huhgry  days  of  our  first 
winter,  when  things  were  at  thoir 
blackest  and  looked  at  their,  worst. 
Then  we  had  to  look  out  for  the  butt 
end  of  a  rifle  or  a  boot.  Now  the 
Huns  arc  quite  turned  and  cowed 
down.  Heaven  knows  what  .would 
have  happened  to  us  if,  as  they  ex- 
pected, they  had  swept  all  victorious- 
ly before  them.  They  neither  fed, 
clothed  nor  kept  ub  warm,  and  what 
would  have  been  our  fate  without 
parcels  from  friends  In  England  is 
too  terrible  to  contemplate." 
Fools  "Fit." 

Mr.  Dufty  was  reported  by  an  in- 
terviewer who  saw  him  shortly  after 
his  return  to  England  as  still  show- 
ing signs  of  fatigue  and  nerve  strain. 

The  first  question  was,  naturally, 
as  to  the  condition  of  the  famous 
camp  now  as  compared  with  the  early 
clays  when  stories  of  terrible  hard- 
ship were  circulated.  In  reply,  Mr. 
Dufty  said,  there  was  no  comparison 
in  the  treatment  the  prisoners  re- 
contend  with  in  the  early  days. 

.  '"The  camp,"  he  said,  "is  now  en- 
tirely under  the  control  of  the  civil- 
ians. Each  barrack  elects  its  own 
captain  and  vice-captain,  and  these 
captains  are  responsible  to  the  British 
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Government  for  the  conduct  of  the 
camp.  Along  with  these  captains 
tire  about  36  civilian  police,  whose 
chief  work  1h  to  maintain  order  in 
the  camp.  The  military  do  not  in- 
terfere in  any  way   unless     there     is 
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HE  POKES  A  GUN  IN  MY  FACE  AND  BACKS

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cause  for  it — and  so  far,"     said     Mr. 
Dufty.  with  pride,  "there  has  been  no 
occasion  for  their  interference." 
The  Food  Problem. 

Questioned  in  regard  to  the  food. 
Mr.  Dufty  said  it  had  always  been 
bad  and  Insufficient  in  quantity.  "On 
Christmas  Day  we  had  five  potatoes 
each— and  that  was  our  Christmas 
dinner!"  Of  course,  each  man  had  a 
piece  of  bacon,  but  that  was  sent 
from  Kngland. 

Our  representative  ejfrressed  sur- 
prise, and  added,  "Then  I  suppose  it 
ia  quite  true  that  the  parcels  sent 
from   home   are  appreciated." 

"I  say  without  hesitation."  said  Mr. 
Dufty,  with  emphasis,  "that  withput 
parcels  from  home  three-fourths  of  the 
prisoners  would  have  been  dead;  it 
would  have  been  impossible  to  live. 
The  Germans  did  not  feed  or  clothe 
the  prisoners  or  keep  the  barracks 
warm.  I  don't  know  what  Bort  of 
frosts  you  have  had  here,  but  I  have 
known  days  this  winter  when  we  had 
20  degrees  of  frost,  and  we  have  only 
had  the  place  heated  for  a  matter  of 
two  hours — somewhere  between  the 
hours  of  3  and  5;  and  then  the  heat 
was  insufficient.  In  consequence  of 
this  shortage  of  artificial  heat  many  of 
our  men  are  suffering  physically. 
Previous  winters  the  frost  haa  been 
aa  keen  as  40  degrees." 

Asked  If  the  parcels  always  ar- 
rived safely,  Mr.  Dufty  remarked  that 
the  Lancashire  parcela  (the  parcels 
sent  out  by  the  association,  to  which 
the  Southport  Comforts  for  Troops 
Fund  is  affiflated)  arrived  very  regu- 
larly, but  the  bread  parcel  van  had 
been  twice  broken  into.  One  time 
about  800  parcels  were  token  out. 
and  another  time  400  were  taken 
out. 

This  remark  naturally  led  to  an 
inquiry  aa  to  the  food  question  In 
Germany  generally,  to  which  Mr. 
Dufty  replied:  "I  say  that  in  spite 
of  what  the  German  proas  says  the 
German  people  are  starving.  To- 
wards the  beginning  of  the  war  tea 
was  selling  at  70  marka  a  pound; 
today  tea.  cocoa,  coffee,  butter,  mar- 
garine and  fats  cannot  be  had  for 
money.  We  had  food  from  England; 
we  did  not  expect  food  from  Ger- 
many, because  we  knew  they  had 
not   got    it." 

Cormnn  Treatment  of  Prisoners 

"What  about  the  German  treat- 
ment of  the  prisoners?" 

"Well."  said  Mr.  Dufty,  "at  the 
first  when  we  were  interned  no  name 
waa  bad  enough  for  us.  We  were 
'English  swine  bunds,'  and  all  the 
rest  of  it  But  now  the  German  sol- 
diers are  quite  friendly.  The  change 
haa  been  brought  about  simply  by 
the  straightforward  actlona  of  the 
prisoners.  The  German  soldier* 
trusted  the  British.  In  many  cases 
more  than  they  do  their  own  com- 
rades, and  they  admit  that  during 
the  whole  three  and  a  half  years 
there  has  not  been  ar  single  case  in 
which  a  German  soldier  haa  been 
betrayed  by  a  Britisher  for  having 
done  him  a  kindness.  I  know  cases 
where  thlnga  have  been  smuggled 
Into  the  camp  through  the  conniv- 
ance of  a  German  soldier.  The  au- 
thorities have  found  It  out,  and  have 
offered  the  Englishman  his  freedom 
on  condition  ^he  will  disclose  the 
Identity  of  the  soldier.  Rather  than 
do  that  the  Britisher  has  refuaed  and 
has  taken  the  alternative — three 
weeks'  imprisonment  In  the  cells."

PRICE  IKKtGULARITY 

FOLLOWS  HOLIDAY 


Early  Advances  Largely  Wiped 
Out  by  Selling  Pressure- 
Railway  Stocks  Affected  by 
Senate's  Action, 


NEW  YORK,  Feb.  23.— Resumption 
of  trading  over  the  holiday  was  at- 
tended by  considerable  activity  and 
price  irregularity.  Ralls  and  equip- 
ments rose  1  to  2  points  at  the  out- 
set, and  several  specialties  as  much 
aa  3  to  5  points.  The  advance  in  largo 
measure  was  attributed  to  the  Sen- 
ate's acceptance  of  the  administra- 
tion railroad  programme,  railway  Is- 
sues leading  the  movement. 

Selling  pressure  was  soon  asserted 
against  speculative  issues,  includipg 
General  Motors  and  Baldwin  Loco- 
motive, the  former  losing  4  while 
Baldwin  dropped  5  points  and  a  total 
of  almost  8  points  from  Its  best  of 
the  mid-week. 

U.  S.  Steel  and  associated  indus- 
trials recorded  gross  recessions  of  1 
to  3  points,  but  rallied  on  the  short 
covering  of  the  final  half- hour.  Steel 
making  a  net  gain  of  the  smallest 
fraction. 

Hales   amounted    to   350,000   shares. 

Last  week's  adverse  showing  of 
local  banks  was  partly  corrected,  ac- 
tual excess  reserves  Increasing  $28,- 
535,000,  thereby  making  up  almost  half 
the  loss  In  that  Item.  Actual  loans 
expanded  by  slightly  more  than  $4^- 
000,000,  but  reserves  of  member  banks 
In  the  Federal  reserve  increased  By 
$24,000,000.  Weekly  trade  reports  em- 
phasized the  importance  of  the  Q*ftT] 
ernment's  control  over  imports  art^ 
exports,    sounding    a    note    of    caution. 

Bonds  were  steady.  Liberty  issues, 
however,  forfeiteing  part  of  their  re- 
cent gains.  Total  sales  (par  value  I. 
$2,625,000.  IT.  R.  bonds  (old  issues) 
were  unchanged  on  call  during  the 
week.

taiuing  assistance  or  to  getting  the 
Government  to  take  over  the  work  of 
the  association,  and  a  committee  has 
been  appointed  by  the  Government  to 
inquire  into  the  whole  question.  As 
to  the  immediate  future,  the  Govern- 
ment can  make  no  definite  promises 
as  to  what  shipping  will  be  available 
for  the  trade  in  1918,  but  it  hopes  to 
keep  the  cotton  supply  at  the  same 
level  as  during  the  paslWear.  It  Is 
not  expected  however  that  more  than 
60  per  cent  of  the  machinery  will  be 
kept  running.  A  standing  committee 
consisting  of  Lancashire  members  of 
Parliament,  and  representatives  of 
the  trade  has  been  appointed,  and 
now  meets  every  month  for  the  pur- 
pose of  watching  the  interests  of  the 
cotton   industry. 

While  on  the  subject  of  the  Gov- 
ernment's relation  to  the  trade  men- 
tion must  not  be  omitted  of  the  in- 
crease in  the  Indian  import  duties  on 
cotton  goods.  The  Government  sprang 
this  on  Lancashire  as  a  fait  accom- 
pli in  March,  and  aroused  the  utmost 
indignation.  The  duty  had  been  in- 
creased by  4  per  cent,  with  no  coun- 
tervailing increase  in  the  excise  duty, 
and  a  protective  tariff  against  Lan- 
cashire was  thus  set  up.  Appeals 
to  the  Government  by  deputation  and 
in  Parliament  were  of  no  avail,  and 
all  the  satisfaction  the  trade  obtain- 
ed was  a  promise  that  the  matter 
would  he  reconsidered  at  the  close  of 
the  war,  along  with  empire  fiscal 
policy   generally. 

Weaving  a  Closed  Trade 

In  the  trade-union  world  the  year 
has  seen  two  Important  events  which 
may  exercise  considerable  Influence 
in  the  future.  One  is  the  deiialon  of 
tho  Weavers  Amalgamation  in  favor 
of  making  weavers  a  closed  trade. 
The  local  unions  are  recommended  to 
Instruct  their  members  not  to  teach 
tho  trade  of  weaving  to  anyone,  with- 
out nrst  having  obtained  the  permis- 
sion of  the  union  to  do  so.  A  similar 
rule  has  long  been  In  force  In  tho 
Loom  Overlookers'  Society.  Its  ob- 
ject, of  course,  Is  to  limit  the  labor 
supply,  and  so  make  It  easier  to  raise 
or  maintain  the  rate  of  wages.  There 
has  not  yet  been  time  for  this  policy 
to  take  effect.  So  far  only  a  few  of 
the  organizations  have  discussed  it. 
There  is,  however,  a  good  deal  of 
feeling  In  favor  of  such  a  policy  and 
it  is  very  possible  that  Its  operation 
may  be  an  important  factor  in  the 
not  very  distant  future.  The  other 
event  is  the  conclusion  of  a  unique 
agreement  between  the  organized  em- 
ployers and  trade  unions  in  the 
bleaching  and  dyeing  trade.  The 
parties  to  this  compact  are  the  Allied 
Association  of  Dyers,  Bleachers, 
Printers  and  Finishers,  and  18  trade 
unions,  and  It  affects  from  50,000  to 
60,000  workpeople.  Only  the  mech- 
anics are  excluded.  Under  this  agree- 
ment wages  are  to  rise  or  fall  ac- 
cording to  the  rise  or  fall  In  the  cost 
of  living  as  estimated  by  the  Board 
of  Trade.  At  the  time  of  the  conclu- 
sion of  the  agreement  the  Board  of 
Trade  gave  the  cost  of  living  as  be- 
ing 75  per  cent  above  the  level  of 
July  1,  1914,  and  as  a  consequence, 
with  a  75  per  cent  advance  in  wages. 
The  Increases  so  granted  are  18s.  6d. 
per  week  to  men  of  18  years  of  age 
and  over,  lis.  6.75d.  per  week  to 
women  of  18  years  of  age  and  over. 
9s.  3d.  to  workers  of  from  16  to  18 
years  of  age,  and  8s.  1.1 2d.  to  those 
under  16  years.  Every  three  months 
representatives  of  both  sides  will 
meet  and  on  the  basis  of  Board  of 
Trade  figures  fix  a  rise  or  fall  of 
wages.  The  agreement  Is  to  remain 
In  operation  for  a  year — or  until  the 
declaration  of  peace,  if  peace  comes 
before  the  year  expires — and  may  be 
terminated  by  either  side  with  three 
months'    notice.

"Previous  to  the  interview  with  Mr. 
Butchart,  at  which  the  above  under- 
standing was  come  to,  there  had  been 
several  conferences  with  wooden  ship- 
building contractors,  who  had  all 
practically  agreed  to  the  rat*-s  asked 
for,  subject  to  the  approval  of  Mr. 
Butchart,  at  whoso  suggestion  the 
conference  was  carried  out  if  the 
recommendations  of  the  contractors 
had  been  adopted,  this  trouble  would 
bave  been  avoided. 

"With  reference  to  his  statement 
that  the  ten  per  cent  is  not  a  part  of 
the  award,  but  Is  a  bonus,  we  would 
like  to  point  odt  that  this  was  put 
Into  effect  in  the  United  States  as  a 
war  premium  on  December  15,  and 
that  until  it  was  recognised  as  a  per- 
manent increase  In  weges  and  accept- 
ed as  a  partlon  of  the  wage  adjust- 
ment board's  award  on  February  1.

Mixed  Oars  Opposed. 
Classification  No.  16  is  the  one  under 
which  railways  have  been  operating.

"At  the  outset  of  the  conference  there 
was  a  great  divergency  of  opinion," 
stated  Mr.  Schwengers,  "and  it  seemed 
impossible  to  harmonise  the  ideas  of 
Middle  West  with  those  of  the  Coast. 
It  was  only  after  two  days  of  continu- 
ous discussion  that  an  amendment  was 
offered  and  finally  carried."  He  added 
that  the  meeting  afterwards  unanimous- 
ly adopted  the  view  advanced  by  the 
Victorians  to  the  effect  that  the  prin- 
ciple of  a  high  minimum  with  a  re- 
stricted mixture  of  goods  of  only  an 
analogous    nature    be   supported. 

An  effort  by  the  Calgary  and  Ed- 
monton men  to  secure  special  commod- 
ity rates  was  dropped  when  it  was 
shown  that  to  adopt  such  a  plan  would 
make  It  equally  necessary  to  apply  it 
to    the   Coast. 

Opea  Tariff   Obviated. 

"If  the  agreement  had  not  been  reach- 
ed   among    ourselves    at    Calgary,    It    is 
likely   that  the  matter  would  have   been 
depided    by    the    Railway      Commission, 
and    it    would    have   probably   yielded    to 
the    pressure    already    exerted    to    have 
a    wide    open    tariff,    which    would    have 
been    destructive    to   wholesale   channels 
of    business    throughout    the    country." 
Of  far-reaching  Importance,  according 
to   the   Victoria   delegates,    was    the   ar- 
rangement   made    between    the    shippers 
and    the    railways    whereby    each    board 
of    trade   of   the    larger   Canadian    cities 
will   nominate   a   permanent   representa- 
tive   to   act   with    the   Canadian    Freight 
Association,    now    composed    exclusively 
of   railway   men.     The   association   com- 
piles and  collects  freight  tariffs   operat- 
ing throughout  Canada  and  the  entrance 
to    membership    of    the    Board    of    Trade 
men,  they  say.  means  that  in  future  the 
merchants    act    In    better    harmony    and 
co-operation    with    the    railways    In    the 
drafting  and  altering  of  the  tariffs. 
Harmony     Desire     of     Railways. 
The  Victoria  delegation   believes   that 
this    shows^  a    distinct    desire    on      the 
part  of  the  railways   to  work  in  co-op- 
eration with  the  wholesalers  and  one  of 
the  first  results  should   be  the  abollton 
of.  the    continual    appeals      now      made 
from    time    to    time    to      the      Canadian 
Railway  Commission  on  disputed  points, 
thereby    saving   great   time   and    expense 
to    the   companies. 

This  new  committee.  It  wan  explain- 
ed, will  probably  not  have  to  attend 
more  than  one  or  two  meetings  each 
year.  The  work  in  the  meantime  will 
be  carried  on  through  correspondence. 
It  will  give  all  merchants  an  opportun- 
ity of  making  protests  to  the  local 
committee  men.  who  can  at  once  tnke 
the  matter  up  with  the  association  and 
thereby  ensure  prompt  action,  so  dif- 
ficult  to   obtain    In    the    past.

So  much  has  been  written  about 
our  wonderful  military  aviators  that 
a  brief  sketch  of  how  they  are  train- 
ed in  these  days  will  probably  be  In- 
teresting. Like  everything  else  con- 
nected with  the  British  army,  the 
training  of  our  flying  men  Is  con- 
•  stantly  Improving  and  becoming  more 
and  more  efficient,  as  we  learn  from 
our  mistakes  and  aa  the  men  of  out- 
standing ability  work  their  way  to 
the  top. 

Our  training  system  in  the  bad 
old  pre-war  days,  as  1  remember  it, 
was  chiefly  remarkable  for  its  lack 
of  system.  Soldiers  who  wanted  to 
fly  were  regarded  as  rather  eccentric 
people,  who  were  best  left  to  their 
own  devices  by  those  In  high  places. 
It  is  true  that  the  Central  Flying 
School  on  Salisbury  Putin  was  estab- 
lished in  1912,  and  was  doing  very 
good  work  In  1914  when  war  began, 
but  it  was  chiefly  concerned  with 
what  was  then  considered  the  higher 
education  of  service  aviators,  and 
only  a  few  were  trained  from  the 
beginning.  Most  of  the  pupils  there 
had  already  taken  their  certificates 
as  aeroplane  pilots  at  their  own  ex- 
pense before  joining  the  Royal  Fly- 
ing Corps,  and  such  of  them  as  were 
civilians  went  there  to  learn  the  ele- 
ments of  soldiering  as  well  as  the 
military  side  of  flying,  while  those 
who  were  already  soldiers  went  to 
learn  more  than  the  civilian  flying 
schools  could  teach  them.  Consider- 
ing how  little  was  then  known  about 
what  aeroplanes  could  do  In  war,  sur- 
prisingly good  instruction  was  given, 
and  much  was  discovered  by  the  staff 
of  instructors  which  has  been  of  high 
value   In   tho   war, 

Now  however  our  methods  are  very 
different.  We  catch  our  wouUl-bo 
aviator  first  and  teach  them  to  be 
soldiers,  that  if  they  fail  to  become 
filers  their  preliminary  training  is  not 
wasted.-  Then  when  they  know  some- 
thing about  that  part  of  th«<lr  Job, 
they  are  sent  to  a  flying  school.  To 
tho  flying  schools  also  are  sent  offi- 
cers of  the  Infantry  and  cavalry  and 
gunners  who  are  recommended  for 
the  Flying  Corps,  and  N.  C.  O.'s  and 
men  who  are  recommended  for  com- 
missions, for  nearly  all  military  avi- 
ators are  officers,  at  any  rate  the 
pilots  are,  though  there  are  many 
aeroplane  machine  gunners  who  are 
in  the  ranks.  Officers  and  men  of 
the  forces  of  the  Overseas  Dominions 
are  also  sent  to  the  flying  schools, 
after  the  usual  preliminary  training 
as  soldiers,  either  on  active  service 
or  at  cadet  schools. 

The  other  day  certain  privileged 
journalists  were  taken  round  one  of 
the  well  established  military  flying 
schools  to  see  for  themselves  how  it 
works,  and  It  must  be  confessed  that 
the  things  seen  inspire  one  with  con- 
fidence in  tho  future  of  the  Flying 
Corps.  The  big,  solidly  built  sheds 
— we  used  to  call  them  hangars  In 
the  days  when  everything  in  aviation 
came  from  France — are  evidently  in- 
tended as  a  permanent  Institution.  It 
Is  no  longer  a  case  of  one  aeroplane 
one  shed,  as  In  the  old  days.  In 
these  times,  our  sheds  hold  a  couple 
of  dozen  aeroplanes  apiece,  and  the 
doors  are  high  enough  and  wide 
enough  to  admit  the  biggest  bomb- 
ing machines  which  are  likely  to  be 
built  for  some  time  to  come,  even  if 
the  machines  do  not  fold  their  wings 
before  being  stowed  away,  as  Is  the 
birdlike  custom  of  all  self  respecting 
big  aeroplanes  of  modern  design. 

At  this  particular  aerodrome  there 
Is  a  highly  interesting  selection  of 
aeroplanes,  for  besides  being  a  pre- 
liminary training  school.  It  Is  particu- 
larly a  school  for  active  artillery 
observers.  Also  at  the  time  of  the 
visit  an  active  service  squadron  was 
in  process  of  formation.  And  as  an 
extra  source  of  interest  certain  novei 
machines  from  our  Allies'  Flying 
Services  were  there  for  experimental 
purposes.  Among  these  last  was  tnfc 
big  S.  I.  A.  (Socleta  Italiano  Avla- 
tione)  biplane  on  which  an  Italian  „f- 
cer  and  mechanic  flew  from  Turin  Vo 
London  without  a  stop,  a  tiny  Itahan 
fighting  machine  called  the  S.  V.  A. 
(Spa-Vcrduxlo-Ansaldo),  on  which 
another  Italian  officer  had  arrived, 
and  some  big  new  twin-engined 
three  -seated  Caudron  bombing  ma- 
chines, all  of  interest  as  showing 
•how  our  Allies  exchange  their  latest 
designs   with   us. 

The  purely  British  aeroplanes  at 
this  aerodrome  included  the  most  ele- 
mentary training  biplanes,  designed 
by  the  famous  Captain  de  Haviland 
specially  for  school  work.  They  are 
nicknamed  the  Aerial  Ford,  because 
they  are  so  cheap  and  so  quickly 
made  and  easily  repaired  that  pupils 
can  fall  about  all  over  the  place  with 
them  without  becoming  more  than 
Ordinarily  unpopular  with  their  sen- 
ior officers.  Also  they  are  very  easy 
to  fly,  being  slow  and  gentle  in  their 
manners. 

For  the  next  step  in  training  there 
are  the  fast  and  useful  Avro  bi- 
planes, the  forerunner  of  all  modern 
tractor  biplanes.  These  have  high- 
powered  Gnome  engines,  and  when 
only  lightly  loaded  for  short  flights 
are  nearly  as  fast  as  modern  war 
aeroplanes.  Pupils  are  taken  up  In 
them  by  experienced  Instructors,  who 
loop-the-loop,  tall-slide,  side-slip,  and 
do  all  sorts  of  aerobatic  tricks  which  j 
a  year  ago  or  so  were  considered  the 
specialty  of  the  "star  tusn"  pilots. 
Consequently  when  the  pupil  goes  up 
alone  he  Is  prepared  for  any  trick  the 
wind  or  his  mount  can  play  on  him. 
The  result  is  a  remarkable  decrease 
In  the  proportion  of  aeroplanes 
smashed  and  pupils  damaged  to  the 
number  of  trained  pilots  produced. 

After  the  Avro  school  machines, 
this  being  an  artillery  training  squad- 
ron, come  the  bigger  and  more  pow- 
erful biplanes  of  Government  design, 
known  aa  the  R  E.  8 — the  Germans 
have  captured  some  of  them,  so  there 
Is  no  secret  about  their  existence  or 
their  purpose  in  life.  These  machines 
carry  wireless  apparatus  with  which 
the  artillery  observer  signals  to  his 
battery,  from  somewhere  well  on  the 
buslneas  side  of  the  enemy's  lines, 
the  effect  of  Its  gun  fire.  Also  they 
carry  machine  guns  for  self  defence, 
and  a  few  bombs  Just  In  case  they 
happen  to  drop  across. anything  that 
looks  worth  bombing.  That  is.  of 
course,  on  active  service.  At  the 
school  they  merely  carry  the  flreleae 
for  a  lightly  loaded  aeroplane  Is  eas- 
ier for  a  learner  to  handle  than  Is 
one  with  Its  fall  load. 

The  day  of  this  visit  waa  stormy, 
with  low  clouds  and  cold  driving 
rain,  so  only  a  few  of  the  more  skil- 
ful pilots  were  aloft.  The  others 
were  busy  in  the  lecture  rooms  learn- 
ing on  the  ground  the  theory  of  what 
they  would  have  to  do  In  the  air  "on 
the  otKer  side."  A  busy  crowd  they 
were  too.  The  biggest  batch— some 
dosena  In  number— was  being  In- 
structed In  aerial  gunnery,  a 
in    HseM    In    theae    dars.    when 


plane*  fly  at  something  well  over  10« 
miles  an  hour. 

Among  them  one  saw  'Australians 
freah  from  the  Southern  Cross,  and 
others  with  a  year  or  two  of  active 
service  and  sundry  wound  stripes  to 
their  credit.  Canadians  also  were 
there,  some  recently  from  Measfnea 
Ridge,  others  aa  recently  from  the 
other  aide  of  the  Atlantic.  One 
learns  that  those  keen  youngsters 
from  the  Overseas  Dominions  provide 
a  very  high  number  of  good  pilots  In 
proportion  to  the  total  entered  'on 
probation,  an  Interesting  fact  prob- 
ably explained  by  the  healthy,  open- 
air  way  In  which  they  have  been 
brought  up,  and  by  the  enterprising 
or  adventurous  nature  of  the  parents 
who  ventured  to  the  far  ends  of  the 
earth  In  search  of  fortune. 

With  them  were  typical  examples 
of. British  youth,  of  varied  social 
clasaea,  for  commissioned  rank  In  the 
army  today  is  no- longer  the  preroga- 
tive of  the  public  schools  and  of  the 
professional  class.  One  saw  among 
them  youngsters  barely  of  military 
age,  some  seemingly  less,  and  beside 
them  war-proved  veterans  of  as 
much  as  twenty -six  years  of  age. 

Those  In  high  places  believe  twen- 
ty-six to  be  about  the  top  limit  for 
men  to  learn  to  fly,  albeit  there  are 
exceptions  who  fly  as  keenly  as  ever, 
and  perhaps  more  wisely  when  near- 
er thirty-five  than  twenty-flve.  Some 
men  fly  well  at  forty,  but  by  that 
time  their  fighting  days  may  be  con- 
sidered as  over,  for  they  have  lost 
the  quick  hand  and  eye  of  youth, 
even  if  they  have  gained  wisdom 
and  experience.  From  nineteen  to 
twenty-five  Is  undoubtedly  the  age 
for  the  genuine  Jlun  straXer  of  the 
air,  and  perhaps  from  twenty-three 
to  thirty  is  the  period  when  the  best 
headwork  is  done  in  the  way  of  in- 
telligent reconnaisance,  clever  photo- 
graphy and  other  Jobs  requiring 
brains  rather  more  than  the  reckless 
daring  of  extreme  youth.  These 
points,  emphasized  by  one's  visit  to 
the  school,  may  be  of  use  to  readers 
who  are  themselves  wishful  to  take 
to  flying.   „-*""^— -y 

In  another  lecture  room  one  found 
the  study  of  "wireless"  in  progress, 
in  theory  and  practice.  In  yet  an- 
other a  group  who  were  investigating 
the  internal  economy  of  bombs,  bomb 
dropping  mechanism  and  the  Ingeni- 
ous sights\by  which  the  bomb  drop- 
per Judges  the  right  moment  at 
which  to  pull  the  trigger.  Elsewhere 
was  an  elaborate  map  of  a  well 
known  area  on  the  Flanders  front, 
fitted  with  an  ingenious  arrangement 
of  tiny  electric  lights — on  the  Ger- 
man side  of  the  lines — which  flashed 
In  and  out  to  indicate  the  flashes  of 
hostile  batteries,  while  high  In  the 
roof  was  perched  a  pupil  with  a  map 
and  an  electric  "ticker,"  with  which 
he  signalled  to  the  instructor  the  po- 
sitions on  the  map  in  which  he  had 
observed  the  flashes. 

In  another  place  was  a  rapidly 
moving  endless  strip  of  canvas 
mounted  on  rollers  and  painted  to 
resemble  a  strip  of  country  as  seen 
from  an  aeroplane.  On  to  It  also 
from  a  fixed  perch  In  the  roof,  an- 
other pupil  dropped  pellets  to  Imi- 
tate bombs,  each  pellet  leaving  a 
mark  where  it  landed — a  simple  yet 
ingenious  method  of  showing  tbe 
novice  how  the  country  races  towards 
one  when  flying  and  how  one  has  to 
allow  for  the  movement  of  one's  ma- 
chine. The  actual  training  In  aero- 
planes for  bomb  dropping  Is  given 
by  combining  the  principle  of  the 
"camera  obscura"  with  "wireless"  in 
a  manner  which  it  would  probably  be 
unwise  \to  describe  in  print,  and  Is 
very  simple  and  effective  In  practice. 
One  may  finish  by  saying  that, 
thanks  very  largely  to  the  first  adju- 
tant of  the  R.  F.  C,  the  late  and 
never  sufficiently  to  be  lamented  Ma- 
jor Barrington-Kennett,  a  highly  ef- 
ficient Guards  officer,  who  Imported 
sundry  drill  sergeants  of  the  Guards 
to  instil  discipline  Into  the  earliest 
of  the  rank  and  file  of  the  R.  F.  C. 
the  N.  C.  O.'g  men  of  the  corps  are 
among  the  smartest  in  the  world. 
The  R.  F.  C  has  earned  the  highest 
reputation  for  skill  and  soldierly  ef- 
ficiency In  this  war.  and  It  Is  encour- 
aging to  find  that  at  our  modern  fly- 
ing schools  everything  possible  Is  be- 
ing done,  not  only  to  teach  the  latest
